It seems like the irony of fate that the 
date set for the convening of an international] 
church council to consider the best methods 
of promoting world peace should mark the 
beginning of what threatens to be the most 
colossal and terrible war in the history of 
the race. This bloody war, on which the 
nations of Europe have entered, is the might- 
iest demonstration that could be given of the 
sanity of every movement that makes for 
international friendships. 


Turkey’s Violation of Treaties 
Journal and Messenger: 


A most important political event is the at- 
tempt of Turkey to abrogate all internation- 
al treaties involving the extra-territorial 
rights of other nations. 

The privilege of foreign courts for the 
trial of their own citizens was granted hun- 


dreds of years ago when Turkey was in tlhe 
height of her power, in order to induce for- 
eign capital and skilled foreigners to enter 
the country and do what the Turks found 
themselves unable to accomplish successful- 
ly. Large amounts of foreign capital have 
been invested in railroads and other im- 
provements, 

Turkey sought the advantage which extra- 
territoriality gave her in bringing men whom 
she wanted and money into the empire. For- 
eign interests are now so large, and foreign 
residents so many, that it cannot be with- 
drawn without great danger. The privilege 
is now provided for by treaties with most 
nations of Europe, which Turkey proposes 
to violate, frankly because the nations are 
so busy at war that she does not fear their 
warships. 

The United States is in a somewhat differ- 
ent position from European nations. We 
claim extra-territoriality by a treaty of 1830, 
the terms of which have been disputed by 
Turkey with a claim that translation was in- 
correct, The United States has since taken 
the ground that, without the treaty of 1830, 
the matter is covered by treaties giving us 
the rights and privileges of the “most fav- 
ored nation.” So long as any nation in the 
world, therefore, possesses the privileges of 
consular courts for its own people, the 
United States has the same privilege. 


European nations promptly protested 
against the violation of the treaties, prob- 
ably intending to protest only as a basis for 
dealing with Turkey after the war is over. 
It would at first seem that Germany would 
be injured more than any other nation, since 
she has large railroad and other interests in 
the country, and would be at the mercy of 
the Turkish authorities. But it is generally 
helieved that Germany has a secret arrange- 
ment for her own protection, since Turkey is 
practically her ally, There may be no out- 
breaks or injustice against citizens of the 
United States and other nations immediately. 
Turkey may remain on her good behavior 
for a time; but the abolition of the privilege 
of extra-territoriality exposes our citizens 
and capital to great risks,

LET US PUT THE EMPHASIS IN THE RIGHT PLACE 


E believe heartily in sane methods 

W for any and all work, especially 

in church work, and while that 

is true, we do not think that method is the 

whole thing in the activity of the Church— 
never! 


We believe every method adopted ought 
to be brought forth in earnest, believing 
prayer. Indeed, as we see it, and measure it, 
there is no real success in any church work, 
except as it is steeped in prayer. The man 
who knows how to pray and does pray, as is 
his privilege, also knows how to do the work, 
and does it, we mean the work which the 
Lord has given him. Understand, we are 
not objecting to any Christian and sane meth- 
od for doing Christian work, but what we 
are insisting on is that we shall lay much 
stress and devote much time to the matter in 
prayer, as well as to the study of these 
methods. Method without prayer is like a 
knife-blade to which there is no handle—the 
blade is all right, but in the absence of the 
handle, you cannot put power behind the 
blade. So it is with our many methods, when 
the method has been introduced and used 
without prayer—the method is good, but, 
like the knife-blade without a handle, you 
have no means of applying the power to the 
method, for power is given in answer to 
prayer. Brethren, let us give all of our 
methods for church work a handle—the han- 
dle of prayer, so that we can apply the power 
to the methods we use. We may go on and 
not heed this admonition, but without the 
prayer that puts us in touch with the divine 
life, power from above, our work will come 
to nought. Perhaps not at once, but sooner 
or later. 

God’s people are building for permanency, 
and we cannot risk anything in that work 
that has not the promise of stability in it—- 
we may undertake it, but in the end we shall 
be sorry we did, and for the reason it was 
brought to nought by a prayerless service. 
Method is a fine thing in the Lord’s work. 
when method is made to serve its right pur- 
pose, but method without divine power on 
the part of those who use the method is a 
mockery of service and must fail. We are 
not standing against method. No, by no 
means, but we do plead that we may not 
depend on method for effect in service. We 
may have a secondary dependence upon it, 
but our first dependence must be upon divine 
power, coming into our lives and through us 
into our service. 


It is not enough, beloved brethren and 
sisters, to have what is sometimes called a 
formal hold upon divine power—that is, we 
profess to have it, when that profession is 
practically all there is of it. No. That can- 
not serve the purpose of divine power. Nor 
will it do to take it for granted that we have 
power simply because we profess to have it. 
If we really mean to serve the Lord, we 
must seek for this power till we are con- 
scious of the indwelling presence, working 


mightily to do the Father's will in us and 
through us. We cannot afford to depend 
upon a formality, or upon power supposed 
to abide in us, when we have no personal 
assurance from above, that the power has 
been given. We plead for patience here, we 
plead for the larger desire to have power 
from God, we plead for a consecrated purpose 
to seek that power till it is given from above, 
given so that we are conscious of its presence 
under the divine favor. Nothing short of this 
can serve the purpose or the end we seek. 
Method is good, entirely proper, if method 
is kept in its place, but the moment we de- 
pend upon method of itself, we shall begin 
to lose out. 


Perhaps some one will ask: “But how are 
we to know when we have this power sent 
upon us?’ Do not worry on that account— 
rest assured that when the power comes its 
presence will be known and its fruits will 
appear, and there will be no trouble as to 
the consciousness of its presence. We might 
just as well imagine the little helpless seed 
asking the planter how it will know when the 
power that makes it germinate has come! 
But the little seed finds out when the sun 
pours forth its life-starting power that some- 
thing has taken place in its being—that the 
life-currents are moving mightily—that it 
begins to move, and very soon, not only do 
the life-currents move, but the real effect 
is seen by as many as may choose to look 
—the seed is growing, and that is the proof 
of the presence of the sun’s power, but that 
is no more real than is the incoming of the 
power of the Holy Spirit into the life and 
services of the believer. 

We may neglect seeking this power and 
bend all of our energies on new methods in 
work, new organizations, new plans to enlist 
and awaken interest in the cause we seek to 
promote, but, brethren, till we have sought 
and received power from God for the work 
in our hands, the very best results we can 
possibly get will be a form of service which 
is so largely empty of real fruitage for the 
good of man and the glory of God. 

We do not seek to sit in judgment upon 
any of our brethren who may differ from us. 
but we do wish to present our sincere con- 
viction touching this matter. If you think 
we are wrong, that is your privilege, but may 
we ask, brethren: Do you see results from 
your labors in the shape of permanent spir- 
itual harvests for God? Do you see men and 
women being brought under the power of 
God, a power which asserts itself, not in any 
boisterous manner, but a power which works 
mightily for the real transformation of the 
life, making it to become fruitful, not in 
formality, but in real helpful service among 
men? The power will speak for itself when 
it comes. 

The disciples waited for power ten days, 
as many believe. Why did they wait so long? 
Why did they not have Pentecost on the 
second day of their waiting? There can be 


but one reason, so far as we know, and that 
was because the power to produce Pentecost 
had not come. But why did Peter preach in 
such power on the day of Pentecost? Oh, 
it was because the power had come in answer 
to prayer, and when the power came, its 
effects were apparent without any lack of 
evidence. May we not catch the thought? 
Brethren, if you have received the power, 
the effects will appear, not so much in show, 
or outward appearance, as in a real heart 
turning to God and a life which declares 
that it has been transformed—declares it 
not in -words so much as in the life itself 
and the fruit it brings forth. 


Method is a good thing, but it is good only 
as the knife-blade is good—only when the 
handle of divine power is attached through 
human instrumentality—that makes effective 
the life. 
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SEE HOW OPINIONS DIFFER 


The man who raises no opposition to what 
he does will not exercise very much influence 
in the sphere of his life work. It takes a 
man of personality, individuality, and real 
piety to fill a large place in the Church’s 
great arena of action. It is not expected 
that all men shall be of the same type. Some 
of us are made for smaller spheres of service 
than others, and of course, we must be satis- 
fied to fill smaller places. If we fill a small 
place (the place for which we were made) 
well, then that is all that is required of us 
and all that the Lord wishes of us. A man 
who was made for a large place must fill his 
large place well, or he will get a smaller re- 
ward than the men who, though filling a 
small place, fills it well. 

We are thinking of the work of Billy Sun- 
day and how he outstrips the ordinary man 
in winning men to Christ. We rejoice in all 
the good he does, even though we cannot keep 
in sight of him in the matter of large fruit- 
age. The Herald and Presbyter, one of our 
best exchanges, which always stands for the 
Word of God and the regenerated life in 
Christ, in speaking of Billy Sunday in its 
issue for January 6, says: 

God raises up some extraordinary men to - 
do an extraordinary work in an extraordi- 
nary way. Such a man is Evangelist Sun- 
day. In one meeting running through seven 
weeks, or fifty-one days, he preached one 
hundred and nine sermons, and in the con- 
gregations the reports show that there were 
one million, three hundred and thirty-two 
thousand people. At this rate he preached 
during the seven weeks as many sermons as 
most ministers preach in a year, and ad- 
dressed more people than most ministers 
face in a long lifetime. If one should preach 
twice a Sabbath for fifty years and have two - 
hundred persons present at every service, 
this would make only about one million per- 
Sons in all. It will not do to measure by 
ordinary standards a man who puts a great 
lifetime’s work into seven weeks and wins 
twenty-five thousand persons during those 
weeks to confess their faith in Christ. This 
is probably fifty times as many as the aver- 
age minister, or even the successful minister, 
does in a lifetime. We may well thank God 
for such an evangelist, and rejoice that God : 
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is doing so much through him in winning 
souls to life, and in arousing the whole min- 
istry and the whole Church to a more earnest 
and vigorous endeavor to do God’s will.

LET OUR CATHOLIC FRIENDS TRY THE 
EXPERIMENT 

Boldness in a bad cause sometimes over- 
leaps itself and brings to an end its own 
vain and wrong ambitions, It has been re- 
cently announced in the public prints that our 
Catholic friends are going to fight the re- 
election of President Wilson, unless he will 
bar The Menace from the United States mails, 
even going so far as to say if the Presi- 
dent does not bar that paper from the mails 
there will be six million Catholic votes 
against him in 1916. We are not in politics, 
except to cast an individual ballot, and never 
expect to be, further than that, but we 
should like to have our people face that issue 
and see for themselves what it means. The 
President of the United States is publicly 
threatened with a solid Catholic vote against 
him, unless he will bar The Menace from 
the use of the mails. And what has The Men- 
ace done? Why, it is said that it is slan- 
dering the Catholics. But who says so? Oh, 
the Catholics themselves. If The Menace is 
slandering the Catholics, let them prove it in 
open court, and so give the President ground 
on which to stand in refusing to allow that 
paper to use the mails. How could the Presi- 
dent face the public, if he would in that way 
destroy the freedom of the press, when no 
charge had ever been proven against the 
paper, thus penalized? We insist that if the 
Catholics wish The Menace to be denied the 
privilege of the mails that it make up its 
case against that paper and take it into the 
courts, prove the charges, and then ask Mr. 
Wilson to bar its use of the mails. In that 
case, the Government would have reason for 
taking such drastic measures to remove from 
the circles of civilized society that which has 
become a menace to American citizens. Prove 
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your charges, friends, and then you can get re- 
dress. On the other hand, if the Catholic 
people of the United States wish to test their 
strength at the ballot box, on the proposed 
issue, let them proceed to business—let them 
raise the cry of a solid Catholic vote against 
the President because he would not impose 
a penalty where no charges have been proved, 
and in that case, we believe the Catholics 
will remember last November.

C. H. Hainer), my uncles, great uncles, and 
cousins, etc., and I found myself wishing to 
know where they were and of the news of the 
churches, and my heart woke up, and with 
tears I repented of having wandered away. 
IT have just packed up a lot of Bibles, tracts, 
and religious magazines for distribution on 
a many miles pastoral visitation far into 
the north woods by dog team. So you see 
my pleasure and hunting trip was turned in- 
to a “pleasure in missions” trip for Him— 
our Lord.—A. M. Hainer, Icelandic River, 
Manitoba, We are sure the foregoing note 
from Bro.

When and where? 
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Artful, But Not True 
The daily papers of Monday, 


Jan, 11, car- 


ried a news item, which though carefullly 
worded, is not true and should not be be- 
lieved. The message was dated at New 


York and claimed that some one had found 
that there is concerted effort, somewhere and 
by certain persons, to drive the Catholics 
from public life in the United States. It 
was said that a commission on religious prej- 
udice was engineering a probe of this matter 
to the bottom, the commission having been 
authorized and appointed by the Knights of 
Columbus. It is said that $50,000 has been 
appropriated, we presume by the Knights 
of Columbus, to prosecute the investigation 
of this matter, supposedly against the Cath- 
olics. We can help them save the fifty thou- 
sand dollars by telling them all any honest 
commission on religious prejudice can learn 
after the probe has been most thoroughly 
made, viz.: That the true friends of the Uni- 
ted States have determined that this Govern- 
ment cannot be run in the interest of the 
Catholic Church. That is all there is to it, 
and the sooner the Catholics themselves see 
the hand-writing on the wall, and quit that 
iniquitous foolishness of trying to mix the 
United States Government in the work and 
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life of the Catholic Church, the sooner we 
shall al] get along together. We believe the 
people of the United States have no objec- 
tion to a Catholic filling any position for 
which he is fitted by natural ability and 
training, in the Government, provided he is 
chosen because of his fitness, and not be- 
cause he !s a Catholic, and provided further, 
that he attends to the duties of the position 
intelligently and faithfully, not using the 
position in any way tv advance his own puar- 
ticular faith as a Catholic. Do that, and 
there will be no thought of any effort, be- 
cause of religious prejudice, to keep any 
worthy man out of public life in this coun- 
try. But just so long as our Catholic people 
will persist in trying to use the United States 
Government in the special, and unjustified, 
interest of the Roman Catholic Church, just 
so long will there be work against the Cath- 
olics, not because they are Catholics, but be- 
cause they are trying to use the United 
States Government for the profit of the Rom- 
an hierarchy and against the interests of 
Protestantism. We are not only unwilling 
to see the United States Government used 
for the special benefit of the Roman Cath- 
colic Church, but we are unwilling to see It 
used to support any particular sect, even 
among the Protestants. Let each one stand 
on his own merits, and if he cannot so stand, 
whether it be Catholic or Protestant, then 
let him fall and go to his place. If the Cath- 
olics wish to see their people in the United 
States meet the same fate they have met in 
many of the old countries, to be driven out 
of government business entirely, let them 
continue to try to use this Government for 
the special promotion of their Church, and 
in a few short years they will see it. We be- 
lieve the Protestants of this country are will- 
ing that the Catholics shall have as good a 
chance as any other, standing on his own 
merits, provided he use the position in a way 
that is legitimate and just to the Govern- 
ment and to the many religious bodies whose 
people are loyal supporters of the Govern- 
ment. The Government of the United States 
cannot afford to become the “tool” of any 
religious organization, used for the special 
promotion of that body. The first thing we 
know, if we give them full rein, they will 
have the Washington Government sending a 
representative to the Vatican, as some others 
have so foolishly done recently. Away with 
such a thought! 


“An Enemy Hath Done This” 


In our Survey last week we told of the 
lack of discrimination on the part of Prof. 
Flugel when he declared that the prayers of 
the Church for the peace of Europe were 
blasphemous, and for the reason that while 
the Church was praying for peace, boat 
loads of material, designed to assist the war- 
ring nations were being sent to the scene of 
conflict. His idea was that the people of 
the United States were praying for peace, 
but working for war. He failed to see the 
difference between the Church praying for 
peace and men out of the Church working 
for war. Here he lacked discrimination. The 
praying people of the Church and the grab- 
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bers of European money were by no means 
the same people. Indeed, they couid not he 
in reality, for the man who would send war 
assistance to the belligerents would not be 
praying for peace, unless he were acting 
hypocritically, and in that event, his prayers 
would be a mere mockery, and so could not 
be answered from Heaven. Certainly not. 
Prof. Flugel was a learned man, no doubt, 
but he was not discriminating, and not even 
fair in his dealing with the matter 
of ‘the prayers of the Church for peace. 
But the matter to which _ reference 
is made in the heading, “An Enemy Hath 
Done This,” is the fact that The Literary 
Digest, published by a firm which was found- 
ed largely for the publication of Christian 
literature, in giving an account of Prof. 
Flugel’s assertion that peace prayers were 
blasphemous, illustrated the thought of the 
learned professor by giving a picture of two 
steamers, ploughing the waves of the sea. 
The pier from which they sailed had an arch 
ovel it on which were the words: “The Home 
of Peace,” and under that the words: “With 
laaiice towards none—with caarity for all.” 
One of the boats was marked: “To Europe: 


Ammunition for armies.” The other, and 
smaller, boat was marked: “To Europe: 


Charity,” and they were sailing side by side. 
Prof. Flugel doubtless had nothing to do 
with the picture, What he did with words 
was bad enough, but for a firm of Christian 
publishers to make his words doubly effec- 
tive against the Church of Jesus Christ, 
when they, if they were Christians at all, 
must have known of his unjust discrimina- 
tion agninst the Church. the vest that ean 
be said for the act is thoughtlessncss, and 
if it were not thoughtlessness, then it was 
most likely covetousness, and in either case 
the act was that of an enemy t» the cause 
of truth and righteousness. Had the dis- 
crimination been a just oue. if would have 
been bad enough to make the heading of this 
article just and deserved, but if it were an 
act of covetousness in a desire to get gain, 
then language fails to indicate the depth of 
the enmity of said publishers to the Church, 
and we feel that it is time for ministers and 
Church people generally to buy their books 
elsewhere. It is a well-known fact that the 
publishers of The Literary Digest yet make 
a specialty of publishing books for ministers, 
and also for the Christian public generally. 
If they have no more sympathy for the truth 
for which the ministry and the Church stand, 
than to deliberately stab the Church by do- 
ing all in their power to fasten upon the 
Church the stigma produced by an unjust 
and uncalled for lack of discrimination 
against the character of the Church, then the 
Church and her: ministers ought to look else- 
where for their books and periodicals. If 
the Church were guilty as charged, then we 
could not say a word against the picture of 
the dual boats off to Europe, one with am- 
munition for the armies and the other with 
charity for the wounded and poverty-strick- 
en of those same nations. But it is a well- 
known fact that the Church is not guilty, 
for though a member of the Church, here and 
there, might be guilty of that sort of work,

still that does not make the act an act of 
the Church, and therefore, as it seems to us, 
there is absolutely not the shadow of cause 
for the course pursued by The Literary Di- 
gest, except, at least a willingness (if not 
a desire ) to stab the Church in a way to do 
it great harm by inducing many people, who 
do not discriminate carefully, to believe that 
the Church is just that much of a doubled 
face institution, and as such, to merit the 
contempt of thousands of men and women 
Who dislike the Church anyway, because 
her teaching is a rebuke to the lives they 
are living. We believe The Literary Digest 
ought to apologize to the Church of Jesus 
Christ for the great injustice it has witting- 
ly or unwittingly done it.

Question—Do you believe that there is any 
truth in the claim that John borrowed the 
thought of the incarnation from Greek philos- 
ophy ?—E, 

Answer—None whatever. If the Gospel of 
John is not the truth of God, rather than 
the teachings of Greek philosophy, then we 
are indeed in the dark, Away with the 
thought! It is an abomination in the hearts 
of men who are true to God‘s Word, to say 
nothing of how unspeakably objectionable it 
must be in the sight of God Himself. 


Question—Do you think with all the talk 
of union that we are getting any closer to- 
gzether?—A, 


Answer—Doubtless we are getting to be 
more brotherly toward one another, but we 
cannot say that we are apparently more 
ready to abandon our denominational posi- 
tions. Within the last twenty-five years 
there has been much talk of the union of the 
churches, but really so far as we are in- 
formed, there is no instance when one de- 
nomination has abandonad its attitude and 
accepted that of another, and that reminds 
us of the fact that the Christian Church 
does not require any evangelical Christian 
to give up his denominational policy, or at- 
titude rather, in order to unite with us. 
You see the Christian Church allows every 
believer to exercise the right of private judg- 
ment and the liberty of conscience in regard 
to matters of theological opinion. If all the 
denominations would take that stand, we 
could get together easily. We do not accord 
the right to reject or repudiate the Scrip- 
tures—they are inviolable, but a believer may 
reject another’s opinion of the Scriptures, so 
long as he is not unchristian. 


Question—The Apostolic Faith people claim 
that they work miracles, the same as did the 
Apostles and Jesus Himself in the early days 
of Christianity. They believe in holiness and 
elaim to heal the sick through prayer and 
the laying on of the hands, blessing handker- 
chiefs, ete. Do you know anything of them?

“Apostolic Brethren” is a name which has 
been assumed by three different bodies of 
people. The oldest was formed in the thir- 
teenth century by a man named Gerhard 
Sagarelli. He gathered quite a following. 
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His slogan was: Back to apostolic beliefs 
and practices! Only a few years ago a man 
by the name of Daughertry led in a move- 
ment at Richmond, Va., under the name of 
the Apostolic Church. We knew the man by 
sight, but know practically nothing of his 
life and work, and we believe it was short- 
lived. Any people believing in true Bible 
holiness ought to be on the way to the better 
and larger life which is in Christ. If any 
man can work a miracle truly, then he is 
highly favored of the Lord. As to healing 
the sick by the laying on of hands, that seems 
to be Biblical according to James 5: 14-16. 
We only wish the true Church of Christ 
might avail itself of the privilege, according 
to the Scriptures, and so rescue the Bible 
doctrine from the custody of extravagant 
fanatics, who do great jnjustice to many 
Bible doctrines and set the people against 
the truth by their extreme language and 
customs. We have practically no informa- 
tion as to any present day movement under 
the name of the Apostolic Faith. 


Question—Is it right under any circum- 
stances for the members of a church to get 
up and take part in a dramatic entertainment, 
under the plea that it is for the benefit of the 
church ?—C. 


Our correspondent asks for a square an- 
swer. We cannot afford to give him any 
other kind of an answer, and therefore, we 
are compelled to say, We could not have any 
part in any such proceeding, and according 
to our best judgment, it is wrong in any 
church to do so. Instead of being for the 
benefit of the church, it is practically al- 
ways an injury to the church. We have 
never known any real and progressive spir- 
itual activity in a church which is engaged 
in that sort of business. We believe the 
habit is a reproach to the church and a real 
hindrance to the cause of Christ. If we had 
the ear of the Church at large, we would 
plead with them to abandon any such prac- 
tices and rely upon a right and devoted life 
in Christ, and the blessings of God there- 
upon, as the surest means of bringing the 
Church to real prosperity. God help our 
people to abandon the evil practice. It is 
often said, as our correspondent suggests, 
that these things are done for the henefit of 
the church. We believe it might far more 
truly be said it was done to the injury of 
the church. If you wish to develop a church 
and make it prosperous, {hen do it according 
to the teachings of the Bible. In that way 
you will miss the blight of evil means and 
get the approval and blessings of God, and 
the church will prosper. 





Question.—Please give me a brief explana- 
tien of the meanine of the thirtv-seventh 
ehanter of Ezekiel. I am unable to determine 
if the prophecy therein given has been ful- 
filled, or is yet to be fulfilled.—Tulia, Texas, 

We presume our brother refers to that 
part of the chapter which deals with the 
“dry bones” of Israel, and the question he 
wishes answered is whether the prophecy 
has been fulfilled, or is yet to be fulfilled. 
Undoubtedly, as we see it, the prophecy has 
a twofold meaning. In the first place the 
prophecy had a direct bearing upon Israel in 
their condition of captivity. They were once 
prosperous and useful. Now they have sinned 
and as a consequence they have gone into 
idolatry, and idolatry is always destructive. 
It was so with Israel. As a people they be- 


came “dry bones.” That is when compared 
with what they once were, they are now 
“dry bones,” a helpless people. Nationally, 
they are practically dead and buried. The 
Lord speaks to them of what they then were 
and gives them a promise of the coming of a 
better day. Is that day in the past, or 
is it still in the future? We think most like- 
ly it is, in a sense, past and yet to come. We 
mean, that in so far as it referred to their 
“dry bone” state in captivity, the restora- 
tion has long since passed into history, prob- 
ably in their restoration to their native land. 
So far as it pointed to their dry life, prophet- 
ically, and their full restoration to the favor 
of God after the rejection of His Son, the 
fulfillment we believe is yet in course of 
fulfillment, and will be complete only when 
the Jews have returned unto the Lord and 
fully accepted Jesus as their Savior. Then 
the prophetic side of the “dry bones” will be 
fulfilled. Many believe that in this parable, 
if such it be, there is a bold prophecy of the 
resurrection in which the restored Jews have 
a glorious part. No doubt, we think, this is 
true. Indeed, it may be in a larger sense 
than we can now appreciate that the “dry 
bones” and their coming together again and 
receiving life as from the dead, is all a 
prophecy in its higher ideals of the dry life 
of a sin-cursed people, restored and saved 
in Christ. In that sense, it is still prophetic, 
but will be fulfilled in the future, as God 
shall unfold His purposes in Jesus Christ 
as the Savior of the world. 


Question—Have you any means of knowing 
the number of deaths caused by strong drink 
in the United States annually? If so, kindly 
give us the facts—the facts are what we 
need in this day of conflict between the “wets” 
and the “drys.”—Enquirer. 

The answer to that question is astounding. 
It is almost unbelievable, and yet the answer 
seems well authenticated, and is perhaps as 
nearly correct as anything we now have.

Mr. Boyce, the owner of the paper, put forth 
an extraordinary effort to gather the statis- 
tics for the United States, and he reports 
that the whole number of deaths from the 
curse of strong drink annually in the United 
States is nine millions of lives are lost by 
the use of strong drink every year—more 
than was ever killed in any war, the One 
Hundred Years’ War not excepted. Think of 
it—nine millions of men lost to our fair land 
every year. It is said that Russia, having 
made its country prohibition, is now saving 
more lives than she is losing in the *’war she 
is so relentlessly waging. That is to say by 
stopping the sale of liquor she has more men 
now, after the war has done its worst for 
her, than she would have had, if the war 
had not come and she had continued the 
sale of liquor. Liquor is more destructive to 
human life than war at its bloodiest, and 
yet there are men znd womer who stand up 
and plead for the sale cf liquor, and count- 
less thousands of our pespie seem disposed 
to lend a hand by their votes, and so con- 
tinue the dreadful work—the worst scourge 
of the human race to-day. But be of good 
cheer, for the day is coming when we shall 
know better and do better—the saloon must 
go. No such curse can always stand before

He walked with them then—walked as they 
walked, slept as they slept, hungered as they 
hungered, and clothed Himself as they cloth- 
ed themselves. But now He could go through 
a closed door; could be here and there in 
the same instant; could withdraw Himself 
from them and return to them instantaneous- 
ly. He passed no night with them. He no 
longer slept in Gethsemane; He no longer 
wore the clothes made for Him by the women 
of Galilee. His seamless coat had been taken 
by the soldiers at the cross, but He asked 
for no other. He had what He needed, and 
needed it only that He might make proof of 
His identity. He was the same Jesus and 
yet He was not the same. He was walking 
in “newness of life.” 
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And ye shall be witnesses unto me. 


But now the promise—they should receive 
Just what it meaut they then hardly 
knew.

And yet they were to receive power. They 
had it not then, but it should come when the 
Iloly Spirit should come upon them. They 
should be endued with it, but they should 
not be independent of the will of their Lord. 
Peter had it at Pentacost, but he did not 
have it when thrown into prison and bound 
with the chains. He could not break the 
chains, nor could he open the doors of the 
prison. An angel of God could loosen the 
chains and could open the doors, but he 
cguld not put on Peter’s sandals. What 
Teter could do for himself, he must do. 

The power was not generated in the dis- 
ciples, but was given them from withouf. 
It was never so committed to them that it 
could not be withdrawn. It came not at 
their command, but was sent to them of Him 
in whose hands it was held. Omnipotence 
never gave to any man a continuous power 
to be exercised apart from the Source of 
Yower. The power of God never becomes the 
rower of man. It is always the power of 
God, even when exercised by those to whom 
He may give it. “Without me ye can do 
nothing.” The power is never given to be 
exercised at the will of man, but is retained 
in the divine hand to be exercised under 
divine guidance. 

“And ye shall be witnesses unto me—- 
martyrs.” The day of martyrdom is not 
past. It is the day of witnessing the things 
that we have seen and heard. He who has 
seen nothing, heard nothing, can never be 
a martyr. But Peter and John could say, 
und were obliged to say, “We can not but 
speak the things that we have seen and 
heard.” They were martyrs long before 
death. It was for their witnessing that 
they were called to be disciples of Jesus. 
They should be taught and tested and en- 
dued with power, that when the occasion 
might arise, they might be able to testify 
to the truth of God. Paul could say, “For 
I have received of the Lord that which I[ 
have delivered unto you.” 

Those men who accompanied their Lord 
to Olivet and listened to His words as He 
stood in the midst of them, had a mission 
for the world. They had seen, they had 
heard. 





It was not for them to know the 
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times and seasons when and where divine 
power and purpose were to be displayed. 
They might speculate and speculate; might 
sean the horizon of grace and glory, but they 
could never know what had not been thus 
far revealed to them. Their business was to 
hear witness to the things revealed. It was 
not for them to speculate. They were proph- 
ets, but prophets only as they testified to 
the things revealed and associated them one 
with another. They could never say that 
a given course of conduct would produce 
given and certain results. That might be 
done in the natural world, but it could not 
be done in the spiritual world. The power 
to bring results myst ever abide with Him 
to whom all power is given. The one thing 
revealed is, “He who believeth on Him hath 
everlasting life.’ and He who testifies is the 
only witness to be trusted. Both Peter and 
John became aware that “many false proph- 
ets had gone out into the world.” Such 
prophets were received with favor by “the 
fathers,” and they are so received by many 
to-day. They are making disciples and turn- 
ing away the weak and vacillating from the 
truth. We may not proceed against them to 
forcibly shut their months. but we can stop 
our ears and hold to the truth as revealed 
te us in the Scriptures of truth. The witness 
of the Holy Spirit in the soul of the believer 
is a sure defense against the false witness 
of the specious theories of the false prophets 
now in high favor among us.

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THE GREAT EUROPEAN CONFLICT

“We are living, we are dwelling

Like a foul disease which has been eating 
the source of life and the vital organs of 
the body, the great European war suddenly 
became acute and burst over the horizon of 
the world, and millions of men began plan- 
ning how to destroy one another. The dis- 
ease had long been hidden, but now it was 
suddenly revealed, and a diagnosis of condi- 
tions is made much more easily. It has 
proved that the statement that armies and 
navies are insurance against war is a false 
assumption, for the nations with the greatest 
armies and largest navies are now engaged 
in a life and death struggle. It has proved 
that a nation which desired neutrality and 
was not the aggressor, is not necessarily 
free from the war’s ravages. 

The war comes as a punishment for the 
sins of the nations. God punishes not only 
the individual, but nations of men, In our 
emphasis upon the individual religion of the 
New Testament, we are called to consider 
the ways of God with a whole people, as ex- 
emplified in the Old Testament, by this war 
of the great Christian powers of Europe. 
Great Britain and Germany, the two great- 
est Christian nations, have planned for 
what has occcurred, secretly and openly. 
When I was in England a few years ago, 
through the courtesy of a member of Parlia- 
ment I was admitted into the visitor’s gal- 
lery, and then heard a speech openly pre- 
dicting war with Germany, and what the 
British empire should do to protect itself. 
I afterward talked with a German profes- 
sor and we discussed the coming war between 
Germany and England. This was no secret, 
and the statesmen of His Majesty and the 
Kaiser believed it inevitable. 

It was inevitable from the attitude and 
belief of European statesmanship. For al- 
most every nation in Europe believes in the 
right of the strongest to take and hold. Bel- 
gium has destroyed life of the poor African, 
simply because she could do so, and has 
stolen the land of the black man. Germany 
also in Africa and Asia, has done the same 
piratical act, and England has stolen land 
all over the world. Russia crushes all na- 
tionality for the aggrandizement of the Holy 
Russian Empire. The very essence of much 
of the diplomatic procedure of European 
states is contrary to the ethical teachings 
of Jesus. Great hopes were there, that the 
Socialists of Germany and France would de- 
clare a universal strike and so stave war 
off between France and Germany, but when 
the war drum was beaten the Socialists ral- 
lied to the colors, and the majority seemed 
to help on their different nations with as 
much enjoyment as any semi-civilized sav- 
age. And all these nations at the present 
time are destroying each other, fulfilling the 
prediction that those who take the sword 
shall perish by the sword. The best and 
strongest men are food for powder, and the 
evolution will be downward as the weak are 


left to propagate their kind. To one who 
catches even a faint glimpse of the wonder- 
ful and terrible law of the Lord, the Euro- 
pean conflict is fulfilling the axiomatic rules 
of divine retribution. 


“Why do the nations rage,

He that sitteth in the heavens shall laugh:

There is no doubt but that many kings 
and judges enter into this war conscien- 
tiously and fearlessly, even as Paul whole- 
heartedly persecuted the Christians before 
he was converted, and the Christ crossed his 
bloody path. The British statesmen are try- 
ing to believe that they are in this war to 
protect Belgium, instead of using Belgium 
as a breastplate against the arrows of Ger- 
many. And the “Christian” nation calls to 
its aid Mohammedans and Buddhists. The 
German Kaiser believes that God is his ally, 
but he calls to his aid the Sultan, and a Holy 
War is stirred up by his colleagues, the Mo- 
hammedan priests. France uses the Moham- 
medans of North Africa to fight her battles. 
And our own neighbors to the North, who are 
perhaps a better and cleaner people than our 
own, send their best SOung men to march 
against Germany, and they do it thinking 
they are doing God’s service. 

The people are destroyed for lack of 
knowledge. Only half a century ago, our own 
nation was engaged in a great war when 
brother rose against brother, and State 
against State. When Kentucky voted neu- 
trality she was invaded. We are yet in our 
ignorance and sins, for instead of repenting, 
we are proud of the war, and exalt the sol- 
dier above the civilian, and the general above 
the prophets of God in our history, and in 
our inmost feelings. Alas! Weare one with 
our brothers across the Atlantic. And our 
time will come to be destroyed unless we 
find and live the truth and seek the victory 
that overcomes the world. 


“For heathen heart that puts her trust 

In reeking tube and iron shard,

May God help us to understand that when 
the English people put their supreme trust in 
their navalism, and the German people in 
their militarism, that this is heathen trust 
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and a heathen heart. How can the great 
ecclesiastics of the Church of England urge 
the young men, as a religious duty, to enlist? 
And with their influence, as Christian lead- 
ers, stir up the spirit of hatred and revenge? 
They know not what spirit they are of. Nor 
do they understand history, tor the nations 
that forget God have always been destroyed. 
How can the great religious und university 
leaders of Germany teach that the way to 
propagate culture and Christian civilization 
is by the sword? 

Our European leaders have failed, except 
a comparatively few labor leaders in Eng- 
land, our churchmen and our University pro- 
fessors have failed, our Socialists have failed. 
What then can save us? The Hague tribu- 
nal? After every meeting of The Hague, we 
are told the nations went back home and 
built greater armaments. 


Religion is left, and that is the only hope 
of humanity. A religion that is more than 
patriotism, a religion that is more than eco- 
nomic justice, a religion that is more than 
life itself, In short such a religion as Jesus 
lived, that is the only hope of salvation.

World Missionary Conference 

On June 15, 1910, the World Missionary 
Conference met in Edinburgh “to consider 
missionary problems in relation to the non- 
Christian world” and heard reports from 
eight commissions representing the world’s 
authorities on the mission situation in its 
varied aspects. Commission I. treated of 
Carrying the Gospel to All the Non-Christian 
World, and was presided over by that veteran 
missionary apostle of these latter days, John 
k. Mott. The opening words of his report, 
which covers 370 pages, are memorable and 
We cannot do better than quote them here. 


The Present Opportunity 


“It is a startling and solemnizing fact.” 
this eminent authority says, “that even as 
late as the twentieth century the Great Com- 
mand of Jesus Christ to carry the gospel to 
all mankind is still so largely unfilled. It 
is a ground for great hopefulness that, not- 
withstanding the serious situation occasioned 
by such neglect, the Church is confronted to- 
day, as in no preceding generation, with a 
literally world-wide opportunity to make 
Christ known. There may have been times 
when in certain non-Christian lands the mis- 
sionary forces of Christianity stood face to 
face with as pressing opportunities as those 
now presented in the same fields, but never 
before has there been such conjunction of 
crises and of opening of doors in all parts of 
the world as that which characterizes the 
present decade. It is likewise true that never 
on the home fields have the conditions been 
more favorable for waging a campaign of 
adequate in scope, in thor- 
oughness, and in power. Therefore the first 
duty * * * is to consider the present world 
situation from the point of view of making 
the gospel known to all men, and to determ- 
ine what should be done to accomplish this 
Christian purpose.” 


evangelization 


The Church’s Real Business 


If the real business of the Church is to 
preach Christ to those who know Him not 
and to make disciples of all nations—and 
who will deny that it is?—if our supreme 
duty as Christians is to evangelize and 
Christianize the nations, “we have no 
apology for being in earnest about this thing 
of missions, and will make none until Jesus 
Christ tells us He made a mistake in coming 
to the world as a missionary.” It is highly 
proper therefore that we face the facts 
squarely and so be in position to think mis- 
sions in world terms. This is a fundamental] 
need of the evangelization of the world—to 
get the world view. The American Tobacco 
Company, the Standard Oil Company, the U. 
S. Steel Corporation, and others of our mam- 


moth industrial organizations have men at 
their heads capable of thinking in terms of 
the world. We must have the same in our 
missionary work. We need men of broad 
wnind and firm grasp, who can think the world 
thought in respect to the greatest business 
in the world—the business of uplifting men 
spiritually. 


The Scope of this Discussion 


I do not have in mind now to speak of the 
splendid achievements of the faith during 
the past ages, from the beginning in Jeru- 


-Salem till 1792, when the modern missionary 


movement took its rise, nor of the magnifi- 


’ cent victories of the cross during the nine- 


teenth century, inviting as these themes 
certainly are and inspiring all who investi- 
gate them with a new and zealous ardor for 
uvdertaking the Christian program of world 
evangelization. I have chosen to speak on 
what we have not done, that the task that 
invites and challenges us may be grasped in 
its magnitude and our plan of conquest out- 
lined with view to ultimate victory. 


A General Statement 


The earth’s population is estimated at 
1,700,000,000. Of these there are followers of 
Christ—Protestants, Catholic, Greek—to the 
number of 600,000,000. The Mohammedans 
total 200,000,000, which leaves 900,000,000 
pagans—a total of non-Christians in the 
world of 1,100,000,000, or nearly twice as 
many out of Christ as profess Him—and 
that too nearly nineteen centuries after He 
gave the command to preach His gospel to all 


men. Surely the Church has not done her 
best. Captains of industry, for mammon’s 


sake, have belted the globe within a genera- 
tion, but the Church of the eternal God in 
sixty generations has reached only one-third 
of the earth with the good news-—and that 
uot adequately. 


(a) The Untouched World—Asia 

There are certain portions of the world 
that have not even so much as been touched. 
Let us begin with the continent of Asia, in 
Manchuria, where we find three missionaries 
and two mission stations ministering to 
1,500,000. Next we find that the western 
portion of the Tsitsihar region and the tribes 
along the Amur and the Khingan Mountains 
ure totally unprovided for. In Mongolia live 
2,600,000 people to which three stations min- 
ister, reaching not more than 600,000 and 
leaving 2,000,000 untouched. To the west 
lies the Chinese Province of Sin-Kiang. 
with four provinces—a part of the world in 
absolute ignorance of our Christ. Moving to 
the South we come to Tibet, priest-ridden, 
God-forsaken Tibet, closed to the mission- 
aries, but on its outskirts camp in expectant 
watchfulness three stations of the Moravian 
Brethren, ready to penetrate the forbidden 
territory at the first opportunity and to give 
the gospel to the 6,000,000 of our fellows who 
in that benighted land sit in darkness and 
know it not. Tibet reminds us of that saying 
of our Lord: “If therefore the light that is 
in thee be darkness, how great is that dark- 

ness !” 
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India 


South of Tibet lie Nepal and Bhutan, two 
native states on the northern frontier of 
India with a population of 5,000,000 and no 
missionary. Up through Kashmir there is 
being driven a slender wedge of mission sta- 
tions which is beginning to break up the 
solidity of the occupied territory in the heart 
of India. To the west is Afghanistan, with 
4,000,000 people and no gospel light. North 
are Bokhara and Khiva where 2,000,000 peo- 
ple live, mostly Mohammedans and no regu- 
lar missionary. And then comes Persia, 
where we have mission stations, but not in 
plenty even there. 

The territory thus far traversed through 
the heart of Asia, equal in area to the United 
States and supporting nearly 30,000,000 peo- 
ple, is rightly classed as untouched for Christ. 
Besides this on the edge of the great con- 
tinent is another vast section unoccupied ex- 
cept by a few Catholic. French Indo-China 
to the southwest, with its great provinces of 
Anam, Cambodia, Cochin-China, Tanking, 
and Laos, with a population of more than 
20,000,000, is without a Protestant mission- 
ary except in the cities of Song-Khone and 
Tourane in which only three missionary 
agencies and five workers are stationed. 
Thus we have 50,000,000 of Asia’s population 
in almost total spiritual darkness—for which 
no adequate attempt at evangelization has 
been made. 


Africa 


But Africa presents a more formidable 
array even than Asia, and in its very heart. 
“The area of unrelieved gloom begins almost 
immediately back of the Mediterranean coast, 
west of Egypt, and comprises Barca with 
100,000 of the Ben Ghazi tribe: Tunisia 
south of the littoral with 1,000,000 inhabi- 
tants ; 900,000 in Tripoli; almost 1,300,000 in 
the province of Oran, and 400,000 in the 
southern territory of Algeria; 2,260,000 in 
the Atlas Riff country, the Muluya Valley. 
the Sus Valley, and the Sahara district of 
Morocco; 800,000 in Portugese Guinea: 
about 1,700,000 in French Guinea; 800,000 in 
Dahomey: 5,000 in Ivory Coast; Eastern Li- 
beria with 1,500,000 pagans; the northern 
districts of Tagoland; sections of Nigeria, 
specially to the northeast, whose population 
would approximate 4,000,000 ; 3,000,000 in the 
eastern part of Kamerun: 38,000,000 in the 
I'rench Congo, besides 4,000,000 of the 
Bagirmi and Wadai districts; at least 20.- 
000,000 out of the 30,000,000 of the Belgian 
Congo; about 2,000,000 in the northeastern 
and southeastern sections of the Portuguese 
territory of Angola; 2,500,000 in Portuguese 
Nast Africa with an aggregate population of 
about 3,000,000; sections of British East 
Africa, especially to the north and north- 
east; 750,000 in the Italian, British and 
French Somali Islands; and 1,000,000 in the 
Egyptian Sudan, chiefly west of the White 
Nile scattered over a territory which is vast 
enough, even without counting the vast des- 
ert stretches of the Sahara, and which is 
fairly unified. There are therefore to be 
found in Africa about 70,000 people, more 
than one-third of the Continent, without any 
existing agency having plans projected for 
their evangelization. These figures are over- 
whelming, and they become more so when it 
is pointed out that the reach of the existing 
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agencies has probably been greatly over- 
estimated.” So writes one of the world’s 
greatest authorities on missions. And then 
he raises this question: “Has the Church 
more than made a beginning in the Dark 
Continent?” 


Other Lands 


The untouched world includes also in addi- 
tion to such vast stretches of unoccupied 
territory, in which as in the Sudan the mis- 
sion stations are as far apart as northern 
Maine and extreme southern Texas, many 
smaller integral areas absolutely destitute 
of opportunity to hear the gospel. Such are 
in Arabia the provinces of Nejd, Hejez, and 
Hadramaut with 3,000,000 inhabitants; the 
Madura Islands and those contiguous thereto 
aggregating 2,000,000 people; another 1,000,- 
000 in the Malay Peninsula; and many small- 
er areas in Asia, Africa, and South America. 
The sum total of territory in integral areas 
that is entirely unprovided for is not far 
from 150,000,000. 


Untouched Sections 


We come now to consider another large 
addition to the unoccupied portion of the 
world—to those almost innumerable sections 
lying within areas commonly regarded as oc- 
cupied and so generally dismissed from the 
thought of the Church as amply provided for. 
The population of these sections is estimated 
by those most conversant with the facts to 
exceed that of the unoccupied integral areas 
aiready painted out in detail, so that we may 
safely say that fully 300,000,000 people are 
not even included in the budget of the pro- 
gram of evangelization of the Church. No 

. attempt has been made to provide for them 
and they sit in darkness, and are doomed 
to sit there forever unless the Church shall 
enlarge her program to include them in its 
scope. e 


(b) The Foreign Field To-day—India 


But even in the lands that are said to be 
occupied the needs of the fields in comparison 
with the forces that man them justify us iu 
saying that the work is but begun. 

Let us begin with India, which was the 
first country entered by the modern mission- 
ary movement. Carey arrived in Calcutta in 
1798. He preached seven years before he 
Was rewarded with his first convert in 1800. 
In 1813 the East India Company ceased its 
active opposition to the movement, but not 
till 1888 did the English Christian Govern- 
ment become neutral. To-day there are 568,- 
080 Christians in India, out of a population 
of 315,000,000. Working in this country for 
Christ there are 1,500 ordained foreign mis- 
sionaries—one-fifth the entire ordained for- 
eign missionary force of the world, the larg- 
est force in any land. In all in India there 
are 5.200 missionaries, which includes or- 
dained ministers, unordained workers, and 
wives of missionaries. This country has 147 
languages, 66% millions of people. 


South America 


South America is our own neighbor. With 
the other Latin-American countries, it rep- 
resents a population of 70,000,000, for which 
only 531 missionaries. are at work, which 
means a parish of 131,000 for each ordained 
Protestant missionary. It is true that Latin- 
America is nominally a Catholic land, but 
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we know that is far from a Christian one. 
Being our neighbor, we are under peculiar 
obligation to carry the gospel to it. Latin- 
America is especially dependent upon the 
missionary effort of the Church of North 
America. The Monroe Doctrine in politics 
is surely not more obligatory upon us than 
the parable of the Good Samaritan and the 
behest of the Great Commission. It is a 
source of great joy to our hearts that our 
own work in this land, in the island of Porto 
Rico with its million souls, is prospering and 
has a bright outlook. The following are its 
statistics: stations and outposts regularly 
occupied, 14; organized churches, 4; mem- 
bers, 901; Sunday-school enrollment, 720; 
Christian Endeavor Societies, 2; baptisms in 
1913, 40; missionaries, 2; native workers, 5 
—not a poor showing by any means for only 
thirteen years of effort. We are also inter- 
ested in British Guiana in and around 
Georgetown, where under the leadership of 
Rev. Jos. A. Johnson we are working five 
points. 'The conference there is known as the 
Demerara and is under the control of the 
Afro-American Christian Convention. 


Matters Not Detailed 


We have not the time to go into detail in 
regard to the lack of occupancy of the Philip- 
pine Islands, Turkey, Java, and other lands, 
nor of the missions to the Jews and Mo- 
hammedans throughout the world, nor of the 
lack of gospel opportunity for the 1,000,000 
immigrants whom God is annually sending to 
our shores, because we will not go to theirs. 
What we have shown in detail is sufficient 
to prove that the task is far from done, that 
it is only fairly begun, and that in many 
piaces not even this much can be said. When 
we also consider that in the Christian lands 
less than one person in three is a Church 
member, we begin to realize that the work 
Christ commissioned us to do is far from 
realization, and there steals into our heart the 
determination, under God, to put forth a 
redoubled effort for the future. 


The night lies dark upon the earth, and we 
have light; 

So many have to grope their way, and we 
have sight;

Mohammedans, four million of mendicants or 
“holy men”’—all of which are serious prob- 
lems, but the most serious obstacle to our 
success there is the caste system. There are 
2.378 principal castes with many subdivisions. 
Our greatest opportunity is with the 60,000- 
000 low-caste or out-caste people. The ques- 
tion for the Christian world to ponder and 
to answer in relation to them is, “Shall these 
60,000,000 out-casts find intellectual, social, 
and spiritual redemption through our help?” 
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Ten of the twenty-nine districts of the Bom- 
bay Presidency are without a single worker. 
In the United Province 50,000,000 are un- 
reached. One hundred million cannot be 
reached in this generation. ‘The average 
pastorate in India is 60,000 to each worker, 
ordained, unordained, or wife of missionary. 
The parish of each ordained missionary is 
200,000. 


China 

China’s population is 400,000,000, and occu- 
pies territory of about the same extent as the 
United States. Here lies approximately one- 
fourth of the world’s inhabitants. There are 
over 300,000 Christians in China, and a 
Christian community of 750,000, with 2,341 
churches and 600 Chinese ordained ministers. 
The total foreign missionary force is 5,144, 
an allotment of more than 77,000 to each 
werker and of 476,462 to each ordained min- 
ister. Only about 500 of China’s 2,000 walled 
or large cities have been entered at all. One 
hundred years ago Morrison won the first 
Chinese convert to Christ. In 1900 at the 
Boxer outbreak there were 100,000 Chris- 
tians in China, of whom 15,000 suffered 
martyrdom. Since then there has been an 
increase of more than 200 per cent., here 
again, as always, the blood of the martyrs 
proving to be the seed of the Church. In 
this generation China has waked up and is 
now the most populous republic in the world. 
It is her transition period, when her destiny 
shall be sealed for Christ or against Him. 
She has asked the Christian world to pray 
for her. Can the Church afford to neglect 
so stupendous an opportunity? 


Japan 


Japan, the America of the East, a most 
progressive and enlightened land, has a popu- 
lation of 51,000,000, eighty per cent. of whom 
live in rural districts and ninety-six per cent. 
of whom are unprovided for. Of the 10,000.- 
000 living in cities, only 2,000,000 are pro- 
vided adequate means of knowing the gospel. 
The average parish of each worker in Japan 
is 55,000 and of each ordained minister 172,- 
538. There are 948 missionaries, 665 Japan- 
ese ordained ministers, 612 organized church- 
es, 83,600 church members, 1,850 Sunday- 
schools, 100,000 Sunday-school pupils, and 174 
self-supporting churches. Our own work 
in Japan yields the following statistics, after 
twenty-seven years’ effort there: stations and 
cutposts regularly occupied, 19; organized 
churches, 11; members, 847; Sunday-schools, 
25; enrollment in same, 2.110; missionaries, 
9; money contributed by Japanese in 1913, 
£707.16; baptisms for year 1913, 99; received 
by letter, 12; Christian Endeavor Societies, 
4. Our work is in hopeful condition, but 
wofuliy inadequate to meet the demands up- 
on it. Every indication points to the urgency 
of the Japanese situation. It offers an open 
door to the Christian world, which we dare 
not refuse to enter. 


Korea 


Korea is a land that missionary devotees 
delight to speak of. Christian missionary 
work began in this land in 1886 and from the 
beginning has been wondrously blessed. 
There has been a convert in this country for 
every hour of the day and night since the 
first missionaries set their feet on its soil, 
and the Korean Christians have been known 
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habitually to sell their good rice, buying an 
inferior grade of screenings and husks, and 
to give the difference for the propagation of 
the gospel in their country. We American 
Christians cannot boast a spirit of sacrifice 
like that, but we could and would if we 
were as earnest about helping our brethren 
as these new-born men in Christ in a so- 
ealled heathen land are. The population 
is 12,000,000 and there are 499 missionaries, 
or a parish of 24,000 to each, which would be 
an adequate force if all were ordained, but 
is quite inadequate since it includes wives 
and all wnordained workers as well, for in 
this land of rare promise each ordained mis- 
sionary is responsible for 123,711 persons. 
Last year there were 11.700 additions to the 
Church, or more than one and one-third for 
every hour of the day and night, and the 
total membership, including probationers, is 
189,689. A people like this, literally hunger- 
ing for righteousness, shall certainly be filled 
and that right early. 


Africa 


The Church of Christ confronts a situation 
in Africa that is humiliating to say the least 
of it. We have a missionary force there of 
3,244, which is one for 3,614 square miles 
and 46,239 people, and yet there are 50,000.- 
000 pagans along with 50,000,000 Mohamme- 
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dans, a total of 100,000,000 in all for whom 
no adequate attempt is made at provision, 
and 70,000,000 as we have previously said 
wre absolutely untouched. . But this is not the 
humiliating part, crushing as it is. The hu- 
miliating part is that the Mohammedans are 
sending their missionaries out to these 50,- 
600,000 pagans and they are flocking to the 
crescent, a false standard, but nearer the 
truth than their own animism and from 
which it will be doubly hard later to dislodge 
them. A missionary recently wrote that two 
African chieftans had applied at his station 
for help for their respective peoples. These 
chieftans were brothers. ‘There was but one 
missionary available and he had to be sent 
with one chieftan. The other turned to the 


Mohammedans, who responded readily, and 


he and his people now follow the crescent of 
the false‘prophet. Such incidents reveal the 
urgency that is upon us. Shall it be cross or 
crescent in Africa? Shall its 50,000,000 pa- 
gans, unprovided for, become Moslems or 
Christians? The men of the Christian na- 
tions shall answer. The men and women of 
the Christian. Church shall answer. We have 
been importuned to take part in this struggle 
by the Good Hope Christian Church, Idutywa, 
Transkei, South Africa, and I have the faith 
to believe we will have our part in the settle- 
ment of this great and momentous issue. 


THE GROWTH OF OUR CHURCH

The Christian Denomination has very few 
churches in the large cities of North America. 
Our work at Toronto, located in the very 
heart of a city with half a million souls, is 
che exception. Within a radius of forty 
miles of the city there are a score or more 
of our churches, the members of which were, 
and still are, moving into the larger centers 
of population. For a number of years these 
people wished that there might be a church 
of their choice in the city, but there seemed 
to be no one to take the initiative. 

Finally, the Executive Board of the On- 
tario Conference became interested in the 
matter, and in 1899 decided to establish a 
work in the city. Rev. W. P. Fletcher was 
secured to carry on the work, and regular 
services were held in Richmond Hall, on 
Richmond Street, until March, 1900, when 
the present site on Bathurst Street was 
purchased and services were held in a frame 
building fitted up for the purpose. At this 
time a Sunday-school and a Christian En- 
deavor Society were organized and the work 
carried forward with vigor. 

In 1902 Rev. W. G. Sargent was called 
to take charge of the work, and was at once 
ordained to the work of the Christian min- 
istry. At the same service the first deacons 
were ordained. Of the original four deacons, 
three are still in active and faithful service 
—kBrothers J. B. Lemon, John Swales, and 
Frank Michell. Our new deacon is Wm. 
Cundy, who was ordained by Dr. Burnett in 
June, 1914. Bro. Cundy is an exhorter of 
considerable ability and has been made a 
lay-preacher in the Ontario Conference. 

Before 1903 it became evident that a larger 
and better equipped building was necessary 


und plans were made for the erection of the 
present building. A cash gift was made by 
Mr. and Mrs. Richard Kirton, of Newmarket. 
This timely gift of $2,000 was added to by 
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members and other friends until the neces- 
sary $4,000 was subscribed. The new build- 
ing was dedicated in April, 1904, and the 
cause took a decided forward step. 

When Dr. Sargent was called to New Eng- 
land, the Toronto work was taken charge of 
by Rev. C. E. Fockler, who was followed by 
Rev. H. M. Hainer. He had pastoral charge 
of the church until April, 1912, when the 
writer of this sketch was invited to take 
charge, resigning the pastoral charge of our 
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church at Wakarusa, Ind., to assume new 
duties in Toronto. 

During the past two years the church has 
developed along sane and progressive lines. 
The work is well organized, but not over- 
organized, and each organization doing its 
intended work without friction and with an 
intelligent purpose to further the cause of 
Christ in Toronto and in the world. The 
missionary spirit is becoming stronger and 
stronger, aS was evidenced by the largest 
missionary offerings of its history, made 
during 1914. 

Among the organizations of the church 
which are doing splendid work are the 
Ladies’ Aid, with their definite missionary 
policy; a growing Sunday-school, with grad- 
ed, organized classes, and a stereopticon lan- 
tern for teaching Bible and missionary 
truths; both Junior and Senior Christian En- 
deavor Societies, which stand in the front 
rank among other Christian Endeavor So- 
cieties in the city; and a Board of Manage- 
ment, representing all the organizations of 
the church, which board has in charge all the 
affairs of the church in general. The presi- 
dent of this board is Mr. J. B. Lemon, one 
of the deacons. The revenues of the church 
are all raised by the Duplex System, which 
has been in use since January 1, 1914. 

The stringent economic conditions caused 
by the present great war have had a very 
depressing effect upon the members of the 
church, as many heads of families have been 
thrown out of employment, with little chance 
for steady work until the war closes. How- 
ever, the people as a whole are looking to the 
future with hope, trusting God to lead them 
to greater triumphs in Christ Jesus.

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OF THE RESURRECTION OF JESUS=——

In the first chapter of the book af Acts, 
Luke is recorded as saying: “He showed 
himself alive after his passion, by many in- 
fallible proofs.” It seems that there is no 
corresponding word to the word infallible in 
the old Greek text, but the proofs are not 
discredited or discounted on that account, 
for the word infallible is not necessary to 
strengthen the force of the proof. The writer 
above mentioned deemed that the proofs were 
creditable and sufficient and in that view 
there is really no need of any other em- 
phasizing term. 

The proofs are shown in three lines view- 
ing Luke’s statement: 

First—In the words, “He was seen of them 
forty days.” In this statement he seems 
to grasp all the separate appearances to the 
disciples in the one saying, omitting to speci- 
fy the different occasions and places. He 
does not mention the resurrection appearance 
to Mary and to the other women of Galilee, 
nor does he mention the appearance to above 
five hundred brethren at once. It is most 
likely that these last named appearances 
were included in the general statement, “He 
was seen of them forty days,” the word 
them including all to whom He had appeared. 
The sight of so many eyes covering a forty- 
day period and in diverse places constitutes 
a testimony that could not be easily over- 
come. 

Second—The second main proof that Luke 
evidently relied on may be discerned in his 
statement of what Jesus did, as follows: 
“And speaking of the things pertaining to 
the kingdom of God.” In the forty-day in- 
terval, Jesus made good use of His time in 
teaching His disciples, thus assuming His 
old role as a Teacher come from God. The 
disciples had been under His instructions 
for a considerable time before the crucifixion, 
and must necessarily have been well ac- 
quainted with His voice, with His manner of 
teaching, and with the subject matter that 
He taught, and would so be able to readily 
recognize these characteristics after His res- 
urrection. The events of the cross took Jesus 
from their presence for a period of a few 
days only, and it would be unreasonable to 
suppose that their memories would be blank- 
eted in so short a time. The characteristics 
of His distinguished personality must have 
been still fresh in their minds, so that they 
could not fail to recognize their Lord. The 
things that He taught them in this new 
Period were concerning the kingdom, and 
that was so like what they had heard from 
him in a former day that they could not mis- 
take the unity of the teachings on both sides 
of the tomb. 


Third—Another event brought the evidence 
still closer to the disciples, as we may see in 
the following quotation: “And being assem- 
bled together with them, commanded them 
that they should not depart from Jerusalem, 
but wait for the promise of the Father, which 
saith he, ye have heard of me.” Yes, heard 
of me: this was like taking them into His 
confidence, He being at the same time as- 
sembled together with them. This was in- 
deed a close contact, sweet and precious, yet 


at the same time impossible except for 4 
well-established mutual fellowship. But 
think of it, Christ commanded them also; 
here was the voice of authority, and it was 
so recognized by the disciple. He reminds 
them of the promise of the Father, of which 
He had told them before. There was no 
dispute, they had heard Him in other days 
on the same point; they could remember 
when He said: “I will pray the Father and 
he shall give you another comforter, that he 
mmay abide with you forever” (John 14:16). 
These reminders and confidences are precious 
experiences, and together with the commard 
given to His chosen, forbid the very sem- 
blance of doubt as to His identity. 

The forty-day pilgrimage was not an idie 
time, for the Lord was filling out the meas- 
ure of the former days. In this period He 
had a marvelous message for Mary while He 
was yet in the garden, and also a great mes- 
sage for the other women from Galilee, de- 
livered to them through the messengers who 
appeared before them in “shining garments” 
(Luke 24:4). Then look at the record of 
travel in the period: behold Him in Tiberius, 
in Jerusalem, in the walk to Emmaus, in the 
assembly in the upper room, and in the final 
walk to Bethany; and we will do well to re- 
member that all the time and everywhere 
there flowed from His lips words of comfort 
and instruction for His disciples, and for the 
glory of His kingdom. In the midst of all 
this busy scene Jesus had time and disposi- 
tion to. exhibit the crucifixion wounds in His 
body to an exacting disciple (Thomas), who 
thought he was in need of such tangible evi- 
dence. What a great opportunity the dis- 
ciples and the public both had to assure faith 
in Jesus, and to detect any irregularity in the 
history! 

Thus is it seen that Jesus appealed to the 
sense of sight, hearing, and touch; and tak- 
ing all or each of the evidences presented of 
His resurrection, the proof appears sufficient 
and irrevocable. Our faith is not in vain.

INSPIRATION 
BY T. DARLEY ALLEN 


Dr. A. J. Gordon, for many years a promi- 
nent Baptist minister of Boston, was one of 
the most spiritual of men and a scholar of 
distinction. A short time after his death, 
which occurred several years ago. the dis- 
tinguished Joseph Cook referred to him as 
one whose views were well worthy of con- 
sideration, because of his scholarship and 
his spirituality, and Dr. A. T. Pierson also 
testified to his wonderful spiritual life. 


Such a man, it would seem, could speak 
with some degree of authority upon the ques- 
tion of inspiration, for the subject is not 
one that can be thoroughly treated by the 
mere scholar, but requires that the men or 
women who deal with it have deep spiritual 
insight. 


Dr. Gordon’s view of inspiration, then. has 
much to commend it, and the following ex- 
pressions from his writings may well be given 
at this time when so many persons seem to 
think that any view implying infallibility of 


the Bible was long ago exploded: “When 
critics are assailing the books of the Old 
Testament in detail, the Holy Spirit authen- 
ticates them for us in their entirety. As 
Abigail prayed for a soul ‘bound in the 
bundle of life’ with the Lord, so here an 
apostle gives us the books of the Law and the 
Prophets and the Psalms bound together in 
one bundle of inspired authority. Stephen, 


_in like manner, speaks of his nation as ‘those 


who received the lively oracles (of God) to 
give unto us’ (Acts 7:38); and Peter says, 
‘If any man speak, let him speak as the 
oracles of God’ (1 Peter 4:11). And not 
only this; the same apostles who submitted 
te the authority of the Old Testament as 
the oracles of God, themselves claimed to 
write as the oracles of God in the New Testa- 
ment. ‘If any man,’ says Paul, ‘think him- 
self to be a prophet or spiritual, let him 
acknowledge that the things that I write 
unto you are the commandments of the Lord’ 
(1 Cor. 14:37). ‘We are of God,’ writes 
John. ‘He that knoweth God heareth us; he 
that is not of God heareth not us’ (1 John 
4:16). These claims are too great to be put 
forth concerning fallible writings.” 

Dr. Gordon believed that the scholar who 
came to the study of the Bible in a critical 
spirit was not only not competent to speak up- 
on the question of inspiration, but would find 
the Book to be filled with inconsistencies. 
“The Bible is a sensitive plant,” said he, 
“which shuts itself up at the touch of mere 
critical investigation. In the same paragraph 
in which it claims that its very words are 
the words of the Holy Spirit, it repudiates 
the scientific method as futile for the under- 
standing of those words: ‘Eye hath not seen, 
nor ear heard,’ and insists on the spiritual 
method as alone adequate, ‘but God hath 
revealed them unto us by his Spirit’ (1 Cor. 
2:9, 10). Not only does the Bible not yield 
roses to the critic; it yields the thorns and 


-briars of hopeless contradiction....... Faith 


holds not only the keys of all the creeds, 
but of all the contradictions.”

The movement began some time ago, when 
Charles M. Alexander, the well-known gospel 
song leader, accompanied by two soloists, a 
pianist, and a representative of the Pocket 
Testament League, spent five days traveling 
from one Y. M. ©, A. marquee to another on 
the Plain, holding gospel meetings. From the 
beginning the meetings were a great success. 
The soldiers crowded into the marquees, and 
when the tents were filled, they let down the 
sides and the men stood outside during the

meetings began with the presentation 
the Vocket Testament 
League edition of the Gospel cf St. John, con- 
taining hymns, pictures, and stories. Usinz 
the hymn-book, Mr. Alexander 
led the men in singing appropriate hymns. 
The men quickly caught up the new choruses, 
such as / Included and Good-by, God 
Bless You, while they rang out lustily the 
familiar strains of the Glory Song, and Tell 
Mother FU Be There. und then the 
famous song-leader called upon one of the 
soloists to sing a hymn such as My Mother's 
Prayer, or Will the Circle Be Unbroken? 
Again Mr, Alexander would stop the soldiers 
in the midst of a hymn and give them a 
straight talk on the manliness of living : 
clean Christian life. 
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At the opportune moment the idea of the 
Pocket Testament League was explained, and 
the men were told how, during the last six 
years. the movement had swept round the 
world, and hundreds of thousands of all 
classes from end of the world to the 
other had been enrolled in the League by 
making it the rule of their lives to carry 2 
Testament with them and to read at least 
one chapter daily.

A Remarkable Scene 

During the closing days of the meetings 
conducted by Mr. Alexander, thrilling scenes 
were witnessed as the soldiers were asked 
not only to join the League, but to yield 
their lives to God. One hight over a thou- 
sand men were crowded into a tent. Over 300 
joined the Pocket Testament League, and 
at the close of the service 192 soldiers in the 
presence of their comrades, rang out after 
the song-leader the words, / Accept Christ as 
My My Lord, and My King. The 
editor of a London journal, who was present, 
declared it was a sight he had rarely seen 
equalled. 

Bishop Taylor-Smith, the Chaplain-General 
of the forces, when asked for a word of en- 
couragement to the men whose lives had been 
influenced, wrote: “My dear Mr. Alexander, 
I rejoice to hear of the blessing received on 
the Plain. May you see greater things than 
these because of Christ’s position and power. 
Give to the brethren from me, Hebrews 13: 
20, 21. Believe me, yours always, J. Taylor- 
Smith, Bp. C. G.” 

Later Dr. J. Wilbur Chapman arrived in 
England from. America, and he and Mr. Alex- 
ander conducted two brief but notable mis- 
sions in London. At their conclusion, at 
the urgent request of the National Council 
of the Y. M. C. A., the evangelists held three 
thrilling services for soldiers at the Crystal 
Palace and Wendover, when as the result

- of the inspiring messages in sermon and song, 


hundreds of the troops stood up and openly 
confessed Christ as their Savior. 


Bible Revival Spreads 

The Bible revival on Salisbury Plain did 
not end with the visit of Mr. Alexander and 
his party. The movement continued to 
spread among the men from tent to tent, and 
the demand for Testaments increased. 

Mr. Henry J. Lane, a business man who 
has worked day and night in one of the 
Y. M. C. A. marquees on the Plain, as an 
honorary worker enrolling soldiers in the 
League, and leading them to a decision for 
God, sent to the League Headquarters in 
London a letter giving a graphic account of 
the Bible revival among the troops. He 
wrote: 

After a visit from Mr. Alexander and his 


party, the Lord manifested His presence in 
a remarkable way. Until then there had been 
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few decisions for Christ, sometimes one and 
never more than two a day. After the above- 
mentioned visit and the introduction of the 
Pocket Testament League, there came upon 
the soldiers a great desire to hear the Word 
of God. Asit was told out, men were gripped 
by the power of the Holy Ghost and hour 
after hour they came to the counter and 
with bowed heads confessed Christ. On one 
occasion a group of thirty were listening to 
the gospel when the speaker asked who would 
volunteer for the service of Christ. Im- 
mediately a non-commissioned officer, about 
six feet in height, who was on the outside, 
put up his hand and said: “I will, sir!” at 
the same time pushing his way to the front. 
Within a few seconds twelve others joined 
him. No sooner had these been dealt with. 
and prayers offered, than another group came 
forward. Thus it continued until the “last 
post” sounded, and the soldiers hurried away 
to their lines. 


Movement Interests London Editors 


A few weeks later the Bible work among 
the soldiers had aroused such widespread 
interest that Mr. Lane and Mr. A. J. C. 
Thomas—who has witnessed an almost equal- 
ly wonderful work in the neighboring Y. M. 
Cc. A. marquee—were invited to London to 
tell about the spiritual movement among the 
troops. 

To a group of editors of London journals 
who had gathered to hear the story, Mr. Lane 
told how the work began, and of its remark- 
able influence on the morals of the troops. 
He said: 


For weeks we have had a stream of men 
coming to join the Pocket Testament League, 
and at the same time accepting Christ so 
rapidly, that I could not deal with them in 
ones or twos, but I had groups of eight and 
ten and more. This has been done in the tent 
while the latest comic song was being sung. 
These men listened as intently as if there was 
no other sound or voice to be heard. 

A merchant of Exeter was there in the 
marquee one day, also the Wesleyan chap- 
lain. They purposely stood at the back 
where I could not see them, just to see what 
was taking place. The merchant said this: 
“If I had read it in a book, or heard it from 
the lips of any one, I would have discounted 
fifty per cent. and would not have believed 
the rest.” The chaplain said that he had 
never hoped to witness such scenes or feel 
the power of God as he did then. Directly 
the little book was opened and the Word of 
God was read, the whole expression on the 
men’s faces was changed, and they became 
deeply concerned, and the result was that 
applications for the Testaments became so 
numerous that we could not supply them all. 
Men were bringing their chums all day in 
dozens. One man would get a Testament, 
and I said, “Let the others know you have 
a good thing,” and the next day, time and 
again, the remaining number in that tent 
would come and join, and the demand was so 
great that at no time have we had sufficient 
Testaments, though I thank God we had a 
grand supply, but we have never had suffi- 
cient to meet the demand. The soul-winning 
has coincided with the supply of Testaments. 
It is an extraordinary thing. I have tried to 
introduce another line of things. but that has 
failed. In no cases have we had any diffi- 
culty in leading souls to Christ from morning 
to night when we have had the League 
Testaments behind us. 


Swearing Changed to Bible Reading 


An oflicer came in who was not a Chris- 
tian man, nor had he very much sympathy 
with Christian work. He said: “What are 
you doing here? Extraordinary things are 
happening in the lines. Men who used to 
curse and swear, I hear reading and praying. 
What is it you have got?” We showed him 
the Testament; he did not take it, but still 
we had his testimony. One is struck by the 
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fact that non-commissioned officers have been 
influenced by their men. One came to me and 
said, “When I came here the tent was a 
hell upon earth. Language was so dreadful 
and behavior so wretched that we could not 
get to sleep. When some of them came in we 
got out of their way. Every one has joined 
the Pocket Testament League, and now there 
are hymns and Bible-readings. The attitude 
of the rank and file has changed.” 

A sergeant came to me and said: “I'll 
tell you what has brought me here. I have 
about the roughest section in our battalion, 
a tough lot of men. They have had to be 
earried from the canteens drunk and have 
given the non-commissioned officers untold 
trouble. Now they have all joined the Pocket 
Testament League and they came to me this 
morning and said: ‘Sergeant, you see what 
We done, and isn’t it time you did the same? 
Well I couldn’t stand that, so before T went 
to drill I had to come here.” He accepted 
Christ. 

Recruiting for Christ 

Some of these men have done a thing that 
some of us would hesitate about doing. They 
have gone straight back to their ungodly com- 
panions and have besought them to turn from 
their evil ways and come down and get a 
Testament and start right; and in tent after 
tent all the men take it in turns to read a 
pertion every day, and sometimes they sing 
a hymn. I have had three or four of these 
men bring a chum up to the counter and they 
ure asked if they have given their hearts 
to the Lord. Then they stand with bowed 
heads while I offer a prayer so that every 
one within the sound of my voice knows what 
is going on. I have seen a group of men who 
were at first disinterested become attracted 
by the sound of praying. When the first 
sroup have been attended to there is another 
waiting. This has gone on until one has 
been absolutely exhausted in pointing men to 
Christ. It is such a blessed thing. What 
is being done in these two marquees can be 
done in every marquee in this country by the 
iugency of the Pocket Testament League. I 
want to thank God for the Pocket Testament 
League. This was His purpose and way of 
working. I would not be true to our God 
and F‘ather if I did not say that the Pocket 
Testament League in His hands has already 
brought 1,200 men to Christ and 4,200 to 
yromise to read a portion of God’s Word 
every day. 

To Evangelize the British Army 

Last Saturday there was a line waiting 
just like a theater. They waited patiently 
for their turn to come to yield themselves 
to Christ. I was forced to adopt the plan of 
dealing with them in groups, but the work 
amongst these men has just ebbed and flowed 
with the supply of Testaments. I have never 
dreamed of seeing such marvelous things in 
my life. I believe that the Pocket Testament 
League work would evangelize the British 
Army, both at the front and at home, if men 
would go out trusting God to use it. 

Mr. Thomas. in describing his work told 
how he takes the soldiers who apply for 
Testaments into a quiet corner of the tent. 
ene or two at a time. They sit down at a 
table and sign their names in the Testament, 
agreeing to join the League. Then he shows 
them how to become Christians, has prayer 
with them, and sends them out to openly 
confess Christ. In a few weeks he and his 
workers have enrolled over 1,400 men in the 
Pocket Testament League, and over 600 sol- 
diers have yielded their lives to God. Mr. 
Thomas verified Mr. Lane’s statement that 
the tide of revival ebbed and flowed with 
the supply of Testaments.

“Donate allegro!” 

The emotional self, displayed in religion, 
does not vary much from that displayed in 
any other phase of life, but I confess to a 
peculiar feeling when for the first time I 
heard an Italian, under intense conviction, 
laugh immoderately. It was such a laugh as 
is unavoidable when one sees or hears some- 
thing that is ridiculous. At some other time. 
place, or occasion, it would not have been in- 
congruous, but this was at a religious service, 
when the man’s emotions were stirred, and 
he had professed conversion. Nothing could 
be more irrational than for a new convert 
to fall into a paroxysm of laughter. 

It was when he was scowled at, and the 
action depreciated, that he replied in the 
Italian words, which in English is, “God 
loveth a cheerful giver!” that text which is 
used so often to the accompaniment of the 
worship with the collection offering. 

“Why sure,” the man replied, still laugh- 
ing, “I give myself to God! I am cheerful 
about it!” 

“A hilarious giver,’ is the way that the 
margin has it. and the man was hilarious 
beyond question. 

Since then I have noticed the same action 
so frequently among the Italians when under 
religious conviction that I am persuaded that 
it is quite the common thing. Nothing can 
be more out of the ordinary, and to the 
Episcopalian and Lutheran it is extraordi- 
nary, While even to the most exuberant Meth- 
odist, accustomed to shouting, it is amazing. 
The emotions are excited, and where some 
might cry and others shout, “Amen!” and 
“Hallelujah!” the effervescent, sunny son 
will laugh. It is an abnormal incident, a 
volcanic eruption, but made more impressive 
because occurring at a time and place where 
continuity of orderliness is supposed to mark 
the normal condition. It is perfectly ration- 
at, however, and is indeed an intelligent ex- 
pression of religious joy. 

There is also a contagion about it. Let 
one in a meeting begin to laugh, and there 
is a sympathetic tendency. With little or no 
provocation, others in the same Company will 
give way to the same impulse or emotion, 
and in a little while several, and perhaps all, 
will be laughing until the tears roll down 
their cheeks. Psychologically the demonstra- 
tion must be placed in the category of hys- 
teria. Others have no mortage on religious 
emotional manifestations that is at all like 
it. Like the “Jerks” in the great Kentucky 
revival in the eighteenth century, the con- 
tagion is beyond question, and it takes but 
little to let loose the whole emotional self. 
The quiet, reserved person is as apt to show 
the risible action as is the silly or the 
boisterous individual, and those who conduct 
the services when this hilarity occurs, are 
wont to say that it is an indelible mark of 
sincerity. 

It is not always alone at the time of con- 
version that this unaccountable action oc- 
curs. If the emotions were excited at con- 
version, they will be again in evidence at 
baptism and when the reception to mem- 
bership takes place. At times, during the 
communion service, one will laugh; and there 
is hardly ever a disposition to curb the ex- 
plosion. One excellent fellow, whose sin- 
cerity is undoubted, will, at prayer-meeting, 
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when called upon to pray, laugh as soon as 
he begins to thank God for His goodness 
and bounty. Sometimes, I am told, he will 
fall into such a paroxysm of laughter that 
he is unable to finish the prayer. Another, 
a man who had fought under Garibaldi, will 
relate some of his thrilling experiences in a 
phelgmatic, almost frigid tone; but let him 
speak of his religious experiences, and it 
is not many minutes before he will exclaim, 
“O, how good the dear Jesus has been to 
me!” and then will begin to laugh, his whole 
body shaking. 

This religious hilarity may, or may not be 
a measure of the piety of the individual, 
but there is something about it that is in- 
dicative of the concentration of self on re- 
ligion. At the same time, the Italian Prot- 
estant is anything but selfish. His gener- 
osity of religious sentiment is intensive. Up 
on professing conversion, he has no dearer 
thought than to want to share his fortune 
with others, and will do his level best to 
gain the conversion of others. Imagine a 
man who has given his heart to Christ, go- 
ing to a friend and laughing uproariously 
as he invites him to go to church! But it is 
so, and the laughter is persuasive. Again, 
the new convert is at once concerned for the 
spiritual welfare of nis relatives and former 
neighbors in the home land, and probably the 
uppermost idea in his mind is to return to 
Italy with the gospel in his heart and hand, 
to impart its wealth to those who are dear 
to him. Every year, and especially every 
autumn, the Italians return to the home land 
in large numbers, and among them go the 
Protestants with their Bibles and hymn- 
books for their friends. And as they go 
aboard the liner at Hoboken, it is alWways 
noticeable that they are laughing in the hap- 
piest way imaginable at the prospect of 
sharing their good fortune with their friends. 
On reaching the old home, they can tell of 
the business chances, the big wages, and 
all the other good things about “Ahmeere- 
kah” with enthusiasm, but that enthusiasm 
does not know fever heat until they speak of 
their own new hope in Christ and bring forth 
the red Testaments. Then, with laughter, 
and with the most genuine fervency, they 
“tell out Christ,” and obey His last com- 
mand in a way that is as singular as it is 
zealous. 

“Riso” is the Italian name for laughter,and 
the question advances as to whether gospel 
liberty might not be quoted considerable 
above par with some other Christians if they 
had a little more “riso” in their religion!

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SOME OF THE LORD’S GREAT SECRETS

There are great secrets in the natural 
world, the discovery of which has made some 
names in our time illustrious and successful 
and has completely changed the industrial 
and social conditions of life. One of these 
secrets is that which Marconi has applied, 
and which in the last five years has saved 
thousands of lives and scores of vessels from 
destruction, the simple secret of transmission 
of sound messages, along the ether waves. 


The secrets of electricity have distinguished 


the name of Edison and completely trans- 
formed all methods of modern life in less 
than a quarter of a century. These men have 
just found out things that were there before 
and taught us how to use them. The result 
may be called a miracle of discovery. 
There are secrets in trade. 
worth 


A patent is 
a fortune and is protected by law 
because it covers the secret of the manufac- 
ture of some commodity of worldwide use. 
To have a seat in the Stock Exchange is 
worth a fortune to the wise man because he 
gets early information of the course of busi- 
ness and the conditions of the money market, 
thus enabling him to secure great advantages 
and special bargains. Diplomacy has its 
secrets, and to know that a war is about to 
break out, to be prepared to meet the changed 
conditions it will bring in business has en- 
riched thousands of far-seeing men. And so 
our own life is full of wonderful secrets, and 
the coming years will doubtless unfold many 
more. We are being surprised from day to 
day. Only a week ago we were teld that a 
German scientist had just shown that he could 
explode dynamite or other combustible ele- 
ments miles away without any connecting wire 
whatever, but just by the vibration of the 
waves of ether somewhat on the principles 
of the Marconi telegrams. Thus it may be 
that the progress of science may eliminate 
war by making it so frightful that the risk 
will not be worth while. 

I simply speak of these natural secrets 
to lead you up to the great secrets which 
God has promised to unfold in the spiritual 
world and which have the same value in 
determining eternal destiny. To know how 
to do it is the secret of success in our natural 
life. To know how to receive it is the 
secret of salvation in the spiritual world. 
Multitudes of earnest souls miss the mark 
and lose their souls because they have not 
taken pains to find out God’s secrets of the 
spiritual world. We cannot break through 
a safe by violence, but by a tactful touch 
you can open all its doors. You cannot smash 
open the gates of mercy and force God by 
violence to bless you, but by His Word, which 
God has revealed, by the touch of faith, 
which God will teach, we may find every door 
wide open and all the treasures of divine 
grace at our call. The secret of the Lord. 
I want to speak about three great secrets. 

I. The Secret of Happiness. 

We cannot have happiness by pursuing it, 
by seeking it. The more we seek it, the more 
it eludes us. The people that live for pleas- 
ure have the poorest kind of time of any 


people in the world; and the people who do 
not live for pleasure at all, but, according to 
the secret of the Lord, are the people to be 
congratulated; they are happy people. I 
think it is Robert Burns who says after a 
disappointed life, 


“Our pleasures are like poppies; 

We snatch the fiower, the bloom has fled, 
Or, like the snowflake on the river, 

A moment seen; gone forever ; 

Or, like the borealis’ blaze 

Dissolving even as we gaze; 

Or, like the rainbow’s glorious form, 
Evanishing amid the storm.” 


Look at the great crowds of pleasure seek- 
ers, and it may seem. to you that they are 
always happy. Ah, if you could see the hun- 
dreds that drop through the trap door every 
day, the victims that go down in despair— 
if you could see these, and how the com- 
ponent elements of that crowd are changing 
continually, and know that the result is 
vanity and vexation of the spirit, you would 
not envy the votaries of the world. You-do 
not get happiness by trying to get it. 

The first secret is self-forgetting love, self- 
surrender. “He that loveth his life shall 
lose it; he that loseth his life for love’s sake 
shall keep it unto the life eternal.” The 
secret of happiness is something higher than 
happiness—to do good, to glorify God, and 
bless your fellow man. 

Along with that is the spirit of trust, of 
confidence in God. “Great peace (peace, 
peace) have they who love thy law.” Great 
peace will He give to him “whose mind is 
stayed on Thee because he trusteth in Him.” 
Thus only can we have true happiness by 
self-forgetting and happy confidence in the 
love and faithfulness of God. 

Il. The Secret of Holiness or Goodness. 

How shall I overcome the evil within and 
around me? How shall I cultivate a true 
character? Not by cultivating character. 
Here again the natural evolutionary idea of 
goodness is altogether at fault. You cannot 
have character by cultivating it, because 
there is no basis for the culture of character 
until you get a new character by a divine 
miracle. You have nothing to proceed with. 
You have poor materials at the very begin- 
ning, and they are not worth cultivating. It 
is like rotten brick out of which you try to 
build a splendid arch. The plan is all right, 
and the skill of the builder is all right; but 
you can crumble the brick by pressing it 
between your fingers. The fatal defect with 
all human education and self-culture is as 
Mrs. Besant of India, the great Socialist 
leader, has declared: “Our platform is ex- 
cellent, our plans are noble, but our work 
fails continually because human nature, the 
material we are working with, is worthless 
and selfish.” You cannot make character by 
cultivating any more than you can make hap- 
piness by seeking pleasure. God has given us 
the secret, the only secret, of true character 
and lasting goodness—‘‘Not I, but Christ that 
liveth in me.” That is the secret. Paul says 
this was hid for ages but was revealed to 
him, God’s great secret given to him to make 
known to all men. “Christ in you the hope 
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of glory.” Humanity has broken down, as 
Mrs. Besant says, by its own sheer weight. 
There must be a new humanity, and God has 
sent a new Man to be the starting-point of 
that new race, Jesus, the Son of man. A 
Man has come instead of Adam, to begin the 
new race, and that Man must come and live 
in you, and relive His life in you and be 
your true life before you can have a heavenly 
character. The Sermon on the Mount will 
not do it; the ten commandments will not 
de it. The society of ethical:culture will not 
do it. You must know it in you as an in- 
tuition, as a nature, as a fountain, an arte- 
sian well that bursts forth from its own 
depths. “I have learned the secret. I can 
be abased, and I can abound. I can have 
all things, and I can suffer the loss of all 
things. I have learned the secret, I can do 
all things through Christ that strengtheneth 
me.” Beloved, has He been born in you? 
Have you given up trying to be something? 
Have you taken the Son of man to be your 
goodness, to be your life, to be your patience, 
to be your purity, to be your victory? He 
came and lived on earth as an example of 
what man ought to be. But His example wil! 
not make you good. Therefore He comes 
back again by the Holy Spirit as the spiritual 
Christ. He comes back with His heart in 
your heart, and He lives out in you the 
example which He lived once before the 
world. That is God's secret of being good. 
That is the only secret of holiness. Nothing 
less than that will meet the test of God. 
God wants the best, and He will not take the 
second best, and He gives you what He asks, 
the purity and goodness of His dear Son. I 
beseech you, beloved, to receive Jesus Christ, 
the gift of God, not only to die for you, 
but to live in you a victorious divine life. 
That is the secret of goodness. It is a won- 
derful thing to find it out. Oh, how foolish 
the man would be that tried to go to Albany 
by the old stage route, when he could go by 
an express train. How stupid would that 
man be that would climb up one of our 
twelve-story buildings by the staircase, when 
he could go up by an elevator! God has 
given us a divine elevator. God has given 
us an express train. God has given us an 
ascension life through Him who has gone up 
and come back to be made unto us righteous- 
ness, sanctification, and redemption. Beloved 
Christian friends, have you received Jesus 
as your holiness, the kind that lasts, the 
kind that you do not have to keep because 
it keeps you? While I am speaking, I hope 
a great many of you will just look in and 
look up and make sure, and if you have not, 
let us begin our consecration meeting to-night 
with ourselves and open our hearts to re- 
ceive the secret of the Lord, the gift of His 
own life through Jesus Christ. 

III. The Secret of Salvation. 

How to be saved. Here again it is so sad 
how thousands of people are earnestly trying 
to be saved and are missing salvation because 
they do not know the secret. You may try 
for a year to get an audience with the Presi- 
dent, and you would fail if you did not know 
the ropes. You may try to get saved till 
you died, and if you do not know the way, 
you would not succeed. You want to know 
the secret of salvation. 

The sad part about it is that it is so simple 
that most people miss it by its very sim- 
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Plicity. When I was a lad I lived in the 
country. Many a time have I seen what we 
call a turkey trap used to trap wild turkeys, 
which were very plentiful in those days. 
They built a little log cabin and left open at 
the bottom a hole about the size of a turkey, 
a little doorway down on the level. They 
would then sprinkle some grain outside and 
carefully lead up to the door and sprinkle 
a little inside also. The turkeys would come 
along and have a good time for a while. 
They followed the trail, eating up all the 
grain outside, and then they would follow the 
trail in through the doorway. It was quite 
easy to get in, and it seemed to be as easy 
to get out. After a while, when they had 
eaten up all the grain inside, they would 
want to get out: but they never got out. 
The hunter would find the tracks the next 
morning, and the turkeys were never known 
to go out by the way they came in. Why? 
Because turkeys hold their heads high up. 
They looked up to the roof for escape. They 
never looked to the little door on the ground. 
They would flap their wings and beat against 
the ceiling until they were caught. The way 
was so lowly that they missed it just because 
it was so simple. I have often thought of 
sinners as much like wild turkeys; they miss 
God’s word of grace because it is so easy, 
because there is so very little to be done. 
Listen to what Paul says, “They being igno- 
rant of God’s righteousness, and going about 
to establish a righteousness of their own, 
have not submitted themselves to the right- 
eousness of God; I bare them record they 
have a zeal for God, but not according to 
knowledge. My heart’s desire for them is 
that they might be saved.” They are thor- 
oughly in earnest; they are deeply sincere; 
they are working harder than other people 
and sacrificing more, but they are lost be- 
cause they have missed the secret, they have 
missed the Lord’s way of eternal life, the 
simple way of nothingness in ourselves and 
trust in Christ alone. I wonder if there is 
anybody here to-night who is working hard 
for the wages of righteousness and finding 
like them that “by the works of the law shall 
no flesh be justified in God’s sight.” How sad 
is the lesson about Moses, that noble man 
up yonder on Mount Nebo denied by God 
permission to enter the promised land; that 
noble leader, conducting his followers 
through the greatest march of the ages, and 
finishing the noblest life of the Old Testa- 
ment, and yet he could not enter into the 
promised land. Why? Because he had made 
one break, and that was enough under the 
law. The law cannot save anybody. Moses 
himself had to die under his own law to 
show that the best man can ever do is not 
good enough to save him; that character, 
honest effort, charity, sacrifice, giving your 
body to be burned will not save you unless 
you accept the simple grace of God through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. It is so sad, so 
solemn, and it is just as true to-day as it 
was in the days of Moses, that well-meaning 
people are following the way that is not the 
secret of the Lord, that is not going to land 
them in heaven, but is going to land them 
where that man landed in the Pilgrim's Prog- 
ress, whom John Bunyan called by the name 
of Ignorance; and that man went along with 
the pilgrims on their journey, came up to 
the very gates of heaven, and “found a way 
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to hell from the gate of heaven, as well as 
from the city of destruction,” as John Bun- 
yan quaintly puts it, because he had not 
Jesus Christ, because he had not the gospel, 
because he had tried by his own efforts to 
justify himself and work out his own salva- 
tion. Oh, beloved friends, do not make any 
mistake. The greatest question in the Bible 
is the question of free grace. The corner- 
stone of the Reformation is salvation by 
faith alone. The fundamental principle to- 
day that is separating the spiritual man 
from the modernist is this very question, 
saved by grace alone, or saved by character 
and by personal effort. I beseech you to 
consider it well. God is not going to discredit 
His Son after all He suffered. He is not 
going to put aside His precious blood and 
His glorious righteousness in favor of the 
best of man. The secret of the Lord is, “He 
that believeth on the Lord Jesus Christ shall 
be saved. He that believeth not is condem- 
ned already and shall not see life, but the 
wrath of God abideth on him because he hath 
not believed in the name of the only begotten 
Son of God.” 

I remember once sitting in a railway train 
with the conductor, a friend of mine, a mem- 
ber of my congregation at that time. He was 
not a Christian, and I asked him to sit down 
beside me after he had collected the tickets. 
I asked him why he did not become a Chris- 
tian. “It is so complex,” he said, “so be- 
wildering; there are so many things I cannot 
see through, and I haven’t time to study 
it out.” “My dear friend,” I said, “there is 
just one thing to do. Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ and thou shalt be saved.” Then 
I turned to the sixteenth chapter of Acts 
and read to him the question of the 
jailer, “What must I do to be saved?” and 
the clear-cut answer of Paul. “Oh,” he said, 
“vou don’t mean that that is all that has to 
be done! There is a lot before and a lot 
after.” “Yes,” I said, “but there isn’t a thing 
that is not bound up in that one thing. Now 
we are going out here to the mountains to a 
station about 150 miles away. How am I 
going to get there? There are mountains 
and rivers all along the way. What power 
will I ever have to climb over those moun- 
tains?’ “Why,” he said, “you don’t have 
to worry about that. The mountains have 
already been tunnelled, and the rivers have 
already been bridged, and the power is in 
that engine. All you have to do is to get 
aboard and stay on until we get there.” I 
replied: ‘My friend, there are great moun- 
tains and great rivers, and there is need of 
a lot of power in the Christian’s life, but it 
is all done. Jesus did it all. The mountains 
are all tunnelled, the rivers are all bridged, 
the power is there to take you through, and 
the Conductor is reaching out to you and 
saying, ‘Come aboard and stay there.’ Will 
you?’ The man was overwhelmed by the 
simplicity of it. The tears came, and we 
prayed, and he got on board and is there 
to-day. Oh, that is God’s secret! Oh, do not 
be such a fool as to miss it because it is so 
simple! 

It is all in believing. Christ may have 
died for you, but if you do not believe it, 
you will still be frightened to look God in 
the face, you will still have a cold, hard 
heart. It is the believing of it that makes 
it real to you. God wants you to take His 
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love this very minute, and Christ wants you 
to take His salvation this very minute, and 
then believe you have it, and begin to live 
as if you had it. 

One of our brilliant novelists has written 
a book called Mrs. Wiggs of the Cabbage 
Patch. This cabbage patch is a garden in 
the west of Louisville. The writer has called 
one character Lovey Mary. This was the 
account Lovey Mary gave of her salvation: 
“They just bluffed me into being good, they 
insisted on believing in me, and I just had 
to live up to it.” Is that not fine? There 
is an immense amount of human nature in 
that. God also insists on treating us as dear 
children. So He said, “They are my people, 
children that will not lie; so He was their 
Savior.” He just believed in them, and de- 
termined to believe in them. God wants you 
to take the place His grace is offering you. 
The prodigal came home, and he well de- 
served to go to the kitchen or cellar and 
he knew it, and he said, “Father, I am not fit 
to be called thy son.” But the father “bluff- 
ed” him into being good. “You are my son. 
Bring the best robe and put it on him, and 
shoes on his feet, and let us have a feast, 
for he is my boy, and I give him the best I 
have.” He was a prodigal no more. That 
is God’s secret of salvation. Will you accept 
this great opportunity? Will you take Him 
at His word? Will you have what He wants 
to give you? Will you just accept Christ 
as your Savior, and then say, as one once 
said, “From to-night I am going to trust Him 
and live like a man that has been saved by 
Jesus Christ?”

bill as agreed upon January 13 by the House 
Naval Committee. All told, the bill carries 
$145,500,000, of which $22,903,988 is directly 
appropriated for new construction. 





On January 6 New York's subway was 
visited by a fire which caused panic and 
sent some 200 persons to hospitals, caused 
the death of one woman, and demoralized the 
transportation system of the city. The fire 
was said to have been due to an electric ex- 
plosion in a conduit between the Fiftieth 
and Fifty-ninth Street stations. It was 
more than three hours before the last pas- 
Senger was rescued from the subway. The 
police described the accident as the worst in 
the history of the subway. 


——President Wilson still refuses to sup- 
port a federal constitutional amendment for 
woman suffrage, saying that he considered 
suffrage a State issue.

—-Seventy picture brides from Japan ar- 
rived in San Francisco on January 4 to meet 
husbands they had never seen. In the eyes 
of the Japanese law the brides have been 
married. There had been exchange of photo- 
graphs, an approval by the heads of the two 
contracting families and a formal declara- 
intention. The brides come tagged 
and numbered, are correctly awarded to the 
right husbands and they usually are taken 
in hand by the Japanese Association, which 
escorts them to the marriage license bureau, 
after which a religious service is held. 


——Commissioner Sells of the Indian Bu- 
reau says that “The Indians are classed by 
anthropologists as a distinct race—the Red 
race or redmen—in contradistinction to the 
(Caucasian), yellow (Mongolian), 
(Malay), and black (Negro) 
Accordingly, school books which classify the 
Indian as a member of any of these races 
will be barred hereafter from Indian schools 
conducted by the government. The Commis-

—The mines in eastern Ohio are to be 
opened under the “open shop” plan. Strik- 
ing miners, who have been idle the 
first of April last, will be given first oppor- 
tunity to fill the jobs under the scale offered 
by the operators. If the miners refuse the 
offer of the operators it was said that their 
places would likely be filled by non-union 
men, who will probably be imported for that 
purpose. It will be ten days or two weeks 
until operations are resumed, according to 
the plan of the operators. This decision in 
regard to the opening of the mines was made 
in their meeting on January 6.

A naval regulation prohibits firing of 
salutes to ports whose governments have not 
been recognized. The American battleship 
Delaware, which relieved the Rhode Island 
when that vessel sailed with Real Admiral 
McClain from Vera Cruz to New Orleans, 
on January 6, did not deliver the customary 
salute to the port until January 7, the ex- 
planation being that the salute was suspend- 
ed until instructions were received from 
Washington that they should be given. Since 
the overthrow of Madero all ships visiting 
Mexican ports have given the salutes ex- 
cept during the occupation of Vera Cruz. 


The Arizona anti-alien law was de- 
clared unconstitutional, null, and void by a 





special court of three federal judges. The 
Supreme Court of the United States 
recently has held that the right to 
labor is a right of property. An 


alien cannot be deprived the right of prop- 
erty under the Constitution. The court in 
Arizona held that if the State of Arizona 
could forbid any employer to hire more than 
twenty per cent. of aliens, it could with equal 
justice forbid him to hire one per cent. or 
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even an individual alien. It was further 
stated that the law was intended as a police 
regulation. 





Rome, Jan, 13.—Italy again has been 
visited by an earthquake of wide extent, 
which, according to the latest advices, has 
resulted in the death of 12,000 persons and 
injury to possibly 20,000 more in the towns 
and villages destroyed. The shock was the 
strongest Rome has felt in more than 100 
years. The town of Avezzano, sixty-three 
miles east of Rome, has been leveled to the 
ground. §&,000 persons are reported to have 
been killed there. From below Naples in the 
south to Fererra in the north, a distance of 
more than 300 miles, and across the width 
of the country, the undulatory movement 
continued for a considerable period. In 
many small towns surrounding Rome build- 
ings were partially wrecked, while at Naples 
a panic occurred and houses fell at Caserta, 
a short distance to the east. The seismo- 
graph recorded the 7:55 in the 
morning, and lasted twenty-two to 
thirty seconds.

Mr. Maltbie of Maryland spoke in favor of 
the bill and wondered whether American peo- 
ple cared more for crabs or children, and 
pointed out that the federal bill to protect 
migratory fish had received the support of 
upholders of State’s rights from those sec- 
tions of the country which oppose a federal 
child labor law.

At a conference between Secretary 
Garrison and Colonel Goethals, governor of 
the Canal Zone, a postponement of the cruise 
of the international fleet from Hampton 
Roads to San Francisco, through the Panama 
Canal, in connection with the formal open- 
ing of the canal and the exposition, was sug- 
gested.

The dictionary defines endeavor after 


’ this fashion: “To exert physical strength or 


intellectual power for the accomplishment of 
an object; to try; to essay;. to attempt.” 
Christian Endeavor, therefore, would mean 
and does, to exert our powers to act as be- 
comes Christians, to try, to essay, to attempt 
to do as Christ would have us do. 

The particular religious organization 
which makes it its business to help the young 
Christian live and act as he should is ap- 
propriately known as the Christian Endeav- 
or Society. The first Christian Endeavor So- 
ciety was organized February 2, 1881, in 
Williston Congregational church, Portland, 
Me., by Dr. Francis E. Clark. During the 
years since that day the Society has abund- 
antly demonstrated its right to be and has 
spread around the globe. 

A Christian Endeavor Society, on its or- 
ganic side, consists of young people of the 
church and community who may be or ought 
to be engaged in religious work. The church 
members among these young people are 
known as active members and_ the non- 
church members as associate members of the 
Society, when they have consented to join. 
There are appropriate pledges for both active 
and associate members published by the Uni- 
ted Society of Christian Endeavor, or you 
may write your own pledges and suit the 
wording to your local needs and conditions, 
since uniformity is not essential in this mat- 
ter The pledges once signed, the organiza- 
tion is effected by the election of officers and 
chairmen of committees. A leader is ap- 
pointed for the next time of meeting and the 
Society is at work. Every member of the 
society is given a place on a committee and 
assigned a definite religious task to perform. 
The society keeps the young people in the 
church by giving them something to do for 
Christ and others, and by relieving them of 
the humiliating necessity of having every- 
thing done for them. 
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REPORT OF CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR 
COMMISSION TO THE AMERICAN 
CHRISTIAN CONVENTION 
As chairman of your Commission on Chris- 
tian Endeavor, I have the following report 
to submit. In the preparation of this report 
each member of the Commission was con- 
sulted and asked to suggest a list of questions 
from which the chairman might prepare a 
questionaire to be submitted to our people 
for study, consideration, and reply. A list 
of ten questions, covering the ground suggest- 
ed by the various members of the Commis- 
sion, were sent out to 250 of our representa- 
tive men and leaders, in a study of condi- 
tions and problems and needs of the work in 
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our own denomination. On the basis of the 
replies received, of which there were thirty- 
nine, representing our churches in the differ- 
ent sections of the country very well, a pre- 
liminary report was submitted to the various 
members of the Commission, inviting further 
suggestions to be incorporated in this com- 
plete report. This report is the outcome of 
these investigations and suggestions, and is 
therefore to be considered as the report of the 
Commission as a whole. 

The following are the conclusions of your 
Commission based upon the data received as 
above: 

1. That our whole Church needs to be 
awakened to the opportunities and value of 
Christian Endeavor; and to be brought to a 
keener appreciation of the fact, that it is 
“the best” form of organized work, as a 
training-school for our young people, and that 
it serves a need not served by any organ- 
ization. A very few were inclined to think 
otherwise. Seven of the thirty-nine answer- 
ing were inclined to believe that the organ- 
ized Sunday-school class, in a measure at 
least, had supplanted Christian Endeavor, 
but the great majority were of the opinion 
that the very work and purpose of the two 
organizations were different, the one decided- 
ly Christian, the other open and free to all. 

2. That our pastors and leaders are respon- 
sible largely for the success or failure of 
Christian Endeavor among our people and 
that they need to be awakened to a sense of 
their responsibility and get a vision of what 
Christian Endeavor can do for the young 
people. It is suggestive and interesting to 
note that the great majority of the replies 
to the questions raised, placed the blame for 
our indifference to this movement upon the 
shoulders of an uninterested and unsym- 
pathetic ministry, and that wherever Chris- 
tian Endeavor is alive, there is back of its 
life and vitality a sympathetic and interested 
Christian Endeavor pastor. 

8. That we need an insistent and system- 
atic campaign of education, agitating, study- 
ing, and emphasizing the possibilities of 
Christian Endeavor, as a vital force in the 
development of spiritual life among the young 
people, and as an efficient training-school for 
service. That a more prominent place be 
given to this vital phase of our work on con- 
ference and convention programs, and that 
wherever possible, conference and district 
unions be formed and Christian Endeavor 
rallies held in connection with conferences 
and conventions. Quite a large number op- 
pose holding separate rallies and meetings, 
the large majority insisting that these meet- 
ings be held in connection with our other 
larger gatherings. 

4. That it is to be deplored that so few 
of our societies have in any practical way, 
adopted the “Efficiency Plans,” outlined by 
the United Society. Out of the thirty-nine 
replies, sixteen testify to the helpfulness and 
positive value of the “Plans,” wherever con- 
scientiously worked; sixteen never had tried 
them, and had no knowledge of whether they 
were good or not; six testified that their 

experience and observation lead them to 
conclude that they were “too complicated” 
and “cumbersome,” and that results were 
imperfect and unsatisfactory. It is illuminat- 
ing, however, to note that wherever they were 
tried by pastors, who are in thorough sym- 
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pathy with the spirit and motive of Chris- 
tian Endeavor, the unanimous testimony was 
that they “worked.” Your Commission would 
urge that the “efficiency plans” be given a 
fair trial, under proper leadership as a 
means, and notasanend to the development 
of spiritual life and suflicient service. We 
do not believe that the successful experience 
of other denominations should be ignored, 
and that we are such a “peculiar people” 
that we have no interests in common with 
them. 

5. That there are at least five funda- 
mental and basic elements that must enter 
into any Christian Endeavor success, that is 
worthy ‘of the name. There are other ele- 
ments that are important, but these are es- 
sential: 1. There must be a consecrated, in- 
telligent, and trained leadership, without 
which all effort must be sporadic and prog- 
ress temporary. This is absolutely essential. 
Where the local church has no such leader, 
your Commission would urge and insist that 
prospective leaders be selected from the 
young people and encouraged, in every way 
possible, to enter our schools for a course of 
training, to the end that they may return and 
“ussume the obligations of leadership in the 
local societies. 2. As important as the lead- 
er of the society is a sympathetic pastor, who 
holds the key to the situation, and without, 
whose support and cooperation and leader- 
ship the best society must sooner or later lose 
courage and cease to be active and a working 
force for righteousness. 38. The vital neces- 
sity of a definite objective, and a definite mis- 
sionary policy are fundamental to the con- 
tinued existence and activity of the Christian 
Endeavor Society. The spirit of service must 
dominate or there can be no sufficient motive 
and dynamic to keep the society alive. Wher- 
ever this fundamental element of life has 
been emphasized there has been health and 
growth and long life, and wherever it has 
been neglected and the society fallen into the 
routine of mere prayer-meeting and social 
gathering, there always follow decay and 
failing interest and death. Your Commis- 
sion would insist that every society adopt a 
program and a definite missionary policy 
commensurate with its strength and the needs 
of the community and the field it is under ob- 
ligation to serve, and select a leader who is 
capable of leading in the working out of the 
program, and proceed to work out that pro- 
gram in the spirit of Him who came to serve. 
4. The fourth necessary element of success 
follows, viz.: A consecrated body of Christian 
young men, and women, with a consecrated 
church in sympathy with their undertaking ; 
a society that is not afraid of the pledge, but 
truly endeavors to keep it, in its spirit at 
least, and that is true to all the Christian 
Endeavor ideals. Any compromise along any 
of these lines means failure. 5. All of the 
above mentioned essentials must be coordi- 
nated with faithful committee work. A prop- 
er division of labor, the society systematic- 
ally graded, and every member with some- 
thing definite to do, and doing it, means thrift 
and progress, when these activities have for 
a background of support the elements indi- 
cated above. 

6. Your Commission finds that there is a 
strong sentiment in favor of using the Chris- 
tian Endeavor page of THE HERALD, as a 
medium of exchange of ideas among the soci- 
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eties, said page to contain items of news, 
plans, and practical suggestions from socie- 
ties that have tried new ideas and made them 
work. <A large number of societies have 
been helped by the lesson comments, where 
the paper was read, but so small a per cent. 
of our Endeavorers have access to its col- 
umns, and The Christian Endeavor World is 
taken quite generally, it is thought unwise to 
continue the treatment of the Christian En- 
deavor topic, when that is so well done by a 
paper devoted wholly to that purpose, and 
taken so generally among the young people. 
Your Commission would therefore advise that 
the discussion of the topic be discontinued, 
and that the page be given wholly to field 
notes and suggestions from wide-awake soci- 
eties that are accomplishing something defi- 
nite. 

7. Your Commission is convinced that the 
one paramount need of Christian Endeavor 
in the Christian Church is emphasis, simply 
emphasis, and that if given the same empha- 
sis as we give our other work, missions, edu- 
cation, and Sunday-schools, it will grow in 
like proportion. We therefore urge that 
steps be taken at this Convention to the end 
that the work be given a prominence and 
place commensurate with its value and im- 
portance. 


8. Almost the unanimous opinion of those 
responding to our questions was that a field 
worker or a Christian Endeavor specialist 
should be selected and placed in charge, with 
the power to map out a denominational pro- 
gram. and when adopted, place him in the 
field to work out and materialize his own 
program; and let that program be big enough 
to enlist the kind of people we desire to 
train. Your Commission would urge that this 
matter be given the most serious and careful 
consideration. 


9. We furthermore recommend that our 
societies get in touch with the general inter- 
denominational conventions and conferences, 
and that we cooperate with the general officers 
of these movements, and that our young peo- 
ple be urged to attend these conventions and 
study with them the problems-that are com- 
mon to all. There was almost a unanimous 
sentiment that we must get into line and 
cooperate with the general Christian Endeav- 
or movement, if we are to hope for any con- 
tinued growth. 


10. There should be a more efficient organ- 
ization of our Christian Endeavor work from 
this Convention to the local society, and your 
Commission would insist that more care be 
exercised in the selection of conference and 
State secretaries: that a strenuous effort be 
made to so coordinate the work as to realize 
the maximum efficiency with the minimum 
amount of machinery. 

That we cease emphasizing our failures, or 
seeming failures, and begin to magnify our 
successes and from this Convention on, to 
emphasize and make mention of the success 
of our enterprises undertaken.

OUTDOING MILITARISM 

On Sunday, January 10, at his church, 
Fifth Avenue Presbyterian, New York City, 
Rev. J. H. Jowett, D. D., preached a remark- 
able missionary sermon, his text being 2 Tim. 
2:3, “Endure hardship with me as a good 
soldier of Jesus Christ.” The 2,600 auditors 
were leaning forward to catch the preacher’s 
first words, and followed him in profound 
Silence to the end. Dr. Jowett’s English is 
very choice and compelling, but his sermons 
are models of simplicity. 

He began by calling attention to military 
terms in the New Testament, and remarking 
how full of meaning they are to-day. The 
early Church had a tremendous fight to wage, 
albeit not with carnal weapons, and the fight 
was won, as it has been all down through 
the centuries. At this particular time, when 
so much of the world is embroiled in war, 
those military terms must be made peculiarly 
significant. What lessons, then, can we of the 
twentieth century gather? 

First, there are rival distractions on either 
side of the Christian and the Church, bidding 
for his allegiance; on the one hand gold, 
representing commercial gain and big busi- 
hess, tempting men to absorption and covet- 
ousness; on the other hand is the sword, the 
glamor of militarism, alluring men to enlist 
for martial exploit. In this contest of temp- 
tations, the Church’s primary duty is to steer 
clear of all enticements and keep its gaze on 
the primary object of Jesus Christ’s coming 
into the world and His sacrifice, namely, that 
all the world may be told that a God of love 
reigns and has provided salvation for all men. 
And this task will require all the hardihood 
Christians can muster. 

Secondly, the Church must not allow Christ 
to be put in the shade. That is to say, the 
heroism and exploits of militarism must be 
eclipsed by the exploits of faith and spirit- 
uality. The preacher then illustrated by in- 
cidents in the Acts, showing that every time 
brute force, civil or martial authority touch- 
ed the early apostles, the men of faith at once 
eclipsed that force or power by marvelous 
spiritual acts, so that civil officer and Roman 
soldier found themselves nonplussed and 
awed. The splendid heroism exhibited on 
European battle-fields must be outclassed by 
those who are fighting “the good fight of 
faith.” 

Dr. Jowett told of a ramble he had with 
the intrepid missionary from New Guinea, 
James Chalmers, during a holiday season 
both were enjoying in the north of England, 
and how he admired Chalmers, and how the 
missionary’s achievements outclassed those 
of the soldier in battle. Abundant illustra- 
tion must have left the great audience con- 
vinced of the glory of the spiritual, surpass- 
ing the glory of the martial. 

Then the preacher quickly turned upon his 
church with a splendid challenge: the Pres- 
byterians of New York are asked to increase 
their missionary giving sixty per cent. this 
year; two churches have already done so; 
what answer will Fifth Avenue church make? 
Have they the hardihood and sacrificial spirit 
to make the increase? Doubtless they have. 

In face of the present world conditions, 
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shall discouraging retreat be allowed? or 
w]] the followers of Christ eclipse past 
_chievements and assure advance? Will the 
soldiers of Christ allow themselves to be sur- 
passed by soldiers of European powers? 
Shall Jesus Christ be overshadowed by war- 
lords? What do you say? What will you 
do? 

This sermon and its application are needed 
by us of the Christian denomination. Let us 
never talk of retreat, but of unwonted ex- 
ploits for our Lord.

The above items are the totals for four 
months ending December 31, 1914. The fifth 
item refers only to the free-will offerings 
received by Bro. Rowe when he visits the 
churches, and does not include the pledges 
made in response to his presentation of the 
work of the department of evangelism and 
missions. The work is well cared for finan- 
cially. All bills are paid and we have had 
money in the treasury from the beginning of 
the work. 

Bro. Rowe has received ten or more invita- 
tions to conduct evangelistic meetings. He 
has responded to two of these invitations, and 
is now beginning an evangelistic campaign 
which will take him into three of our Illinois 
conferences. Two of the churches he wil! 
visit as evangelist are home mission churches, 
and the others are those which seem to be in 
the greatest need of his services. 


The work we are trying to do in Illinois 
is meeting an insistent, but perhaps uncon- 
scious demand of many churches.

In March and 
April institutes will be held in each confer- 
ence. The program for these institutes will 
be arranged by the field worker and certain 
officials of the conferences in which they are 
to be held, and will seek to respond to the 
needs of the churches as these needs have 
been discovered by Bro. Rowe in his field 
work.

Lesson for January 31, 1915 





THE BIRTH OF SAMSON 
Judges 13:8-16, 24, 25 


Time—B. C. 1155. 

Place—Zorah, tribe of Dan. 

Golden Text—Beware I pray thee, and 
drink not wine nor strong drink.—Judges 
IS: 4. 

Principle—Strong drink is injurious to 
both soul and body.

Introduction 

After the great victory recorded in lesson 
four, during the life of Gideon, Israel obeyed 
Jehovah and prospered. After his death, 
however, for several generations there was a 
sad repetition of very much the same phys- 
ical, moral, and religious conditions and the 
same disastrous results as those that we have 
been studying in the preceding lessons. The 
one thing that relieved the distressing situa- 
tion was that God was long-suffering, patient, 
forbearing, and abundant in mercy. 

Near the close of this wild and stormy 
period of the Judges, the Philistines were 
the most active and aggressive nation of 
Palestine, and Israel suffered severely by the 
oppression of this people. 

In our lesson for to-day we are to learn 
about Samson, who began to deliver Israel 
out of the hands of the Philistines and who 
was the thirteenth judge of Israel. The key- 
note in the study of the birth of Samson 
as a temperance lesson is the idea of heredity 
and its influence over the life and strength 
of those whom we study. 


Comments 

I. An Angelic Visit. Vs. 8-18. 

Manoah, who resided in Zorah, was a mem- 
ber of the family of the Danites, was the 
father of Samson. He was a worshiper of 
Jehovah, and in his prayer he entreated 
Jehovah to teach him what he should do unto 
the child Samson. The angel had made 
known the approaching advent of this child 
and his mission and service to Israel. It 
seems that the woman did not recognize the 
angel as supernatural, although she feels 
him to be inspired of God. In this second 
coming, the woman was reassured and the 
message was given more in detail, and the 
rich joy of the glad message gave a repeti- 
tion of delight to the mother’s heart. She 
did not doubt, but had the greatest confidence 
and desired to hear the good news over and 
over again. With the glad message that their 
prayer had been answered, the woman has- 
tened to tell her husband. When the husband 
had heard the glad news, he arose and fol- 
lowed his wife to the place where she had 
seen the angel and asked him whether he 
was the man that spoke to his wife and the 
angel confessed that he was. Manoah now 
expresses perfect confidence that the words 
of the angel shall come to pass, and requested 
that the angel should give instructions as to 
the manner of rearing the child. This was 
a wise attitude for the parents to take con- 
cerning the rearing of the child. This spirit 
should guide every parent in directing the 
life of “love’s gift divine’ in childhood. 
Prayer should precede the entrance of every 
child into the world, and heavenly light 
should be sought to guide the life that is 
committed to our keeping. 

II. Angelic Instruction. Vs. 13, 14. 

He instructed the mother that she should 
do all that she had been told when the 
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promise of the birth of the child was made. 
She should not eat any product of the vine; 
she should drink no wine nor intoxicating 
drink of any kind, nor eat anything unclean. 
Her son was to be trained in the same rigid 
discipline and abstinence. This is a lesson 
on heredity given not by the scientist, but by 
the angel of God and we may well trust its 
truthfulness. The parent weakened physical- 
ly, mentally, morally by strong drink weak- 
ens his child, and the child born a weakling 
becomes a user of strong drink and his chil- 
dren become still more degenerate than him- 
self. A tendency to drunkenness may be 
transmitted from father to son not so much 
from example but by direct constitutional 
inheritance. 

Science has shown that alcohol is a poison 
and no longer to be classed as a food. Every 
kind of intellectual and physical labor can 
be better performed without alcohol than 
with its use. All argument to the contrary 
has been warped by the weakening influence 
of alcohol on the judgment. The greatest 
danger that comes from the use of alcohol 
is that which results in the degeneracy of the 
race. This danger is magnified when the 
mothers fall under the influence of alcohol. 
So long as they did not drink, the blood was 
at least half-sound, so far as alcoholic poison 
was concerned. Drinking by both parents is 
followed by degeneracy, poverty, vice, crime, 
madness, and death; not only to those who 
drink and their offspring, but to society at 
large. Thousands die annually because of 
the drunkenness of others. Recall the many 
accidents caused by drunkenness—railway 
accidents, shipwrecks, accidents on buildings, 
in factory and shops. Then add the assaults 
and murders and maltreatment by drunken 
husbands and fathers. These things make it 
evident that it is the duty of all to see that 
‘tlcohol as a beverage should be banished 
from our midst, and we should strive to has- 
ten the day when America shall be rid of 
this incubus which costs us six hundred mil- 
lion dollars, besides all the suffering that 
comes ‘as a result of this “legalized crime.” 

Ill. Sacrifice Offered the Angel. Vs. 15, 
16. 

Manoah desired to detain the angel to ren- 
der unto him the usual Oriental hospitality 
by making ready a kid, and providing a meal. 
But the angel told him that though he was 
detained, he would not eat that which was 
offered, and by this refusal and suggestion 
that if he would offer a burnt-offering, he 
must offer it to the Lord. In this manner 
the angel revealed his supernatural rela- 
tionship. The angel does not forbid him to 
present a burnt-offering, but would have him 
understand the true nature of his worship 
and direct to the Lord. Until this time his 
speech had been so conducted as to prepare 
for this revelation of the divine messenger. 
Manoah, after learning the true nature of 
the angel, went on and made the sacrifice to 
the Lord as he was directed, and some 
writers seem to think that fire came down 
miraculously from heaven and consumed the 
sacrifice. The angel went up towards heaven 
and Manoah and his wife looked in amaze- 
ment. 
that they had seen God and were afraid. 

IV. Samson’s Birth. Vs. 24, 25. 

Some would derive his name from Shemesh, 
the sun; others think it is from shaman, 


They fell on their faces, and thought

that his name means laughing. The child 
grew and the Lord blessed him.

This Spirit manifested itself fur- 
ther in some of his wonderful feats of 
strength. These experiences came to him in 
the camp of Dan, a district lying between 
Zorah and Eshtoal, which are about a mile 
and a half apart, Eshtoal lying east of Dan.

anniversary of the Treaty of Ghent, made be-

ity of maintaining peace among the nations.” 


REFORMED PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH 


The General Synod of the Reformed Pres- 
byterian Church, at Cincinnati, Ohio, took 
action approving the celebration of the Ghent 
Treaty of Peace on February 14, 1915, and 
requested that “appropriate services be held 
on that date.” ; 


REFORMED CHURCH IN AMERICA 


The General Synod of the Reformed 
Church in America, at Asbury Park, adopted 
the following resolution: 

“We recommend that Sunday, February 
14, 1915, as far as convenient, be observed 
as Peace Centenary Day, by all churches. 
Sunday-schools, and young people’s societies.” 


METHODIST EPISCOPAL 


The Methodist Episcopal Board of Bishops 
gave their hearty approval to the celebration 
proposed for February 14, and pledged co- 
operation in. making effective the plans for 
such celebration. 

The Executive Committee of the Ecumen- 
ical Commission recommended that all Meth- 
odists in the United States join in the cele- 
bration. 


“THE SUNDAY-SCHOOL IN ACTION” 


Of making of many books there is no end, 
but he who makes a good book has attained 
a good end. I do not exaggerate when I say 
Dr. Charles W. Brubaker has made a con- 
tribution to Christian literature that will be 
a real help to those who want help, and can 
get his book. In the author’s note, he says: 
“Because of the increased interest and 
change of emphasis in Sunday-school work, 
I have for some time felt that I might, in 
a humble way, be helpful to parents, pastors, 
and Sunday-school workers by putting into 
book form some information and practical 
suggestions, the result of experience, observa- 
tion, and study.” 

The introduction is by Rev. W. O. Fries, 
D. D., editor of the Sunday-school literature 
of the United Brethren Church, in which he 
says: “This book is another valuable con- 
tribution to that rapidly increasing phase of 
Christian literature which seeks to enunciate 
more clearly and emphasize more fully the 
Sunday-school as the religious teaching de- 
partment of the Church, and to point out 
plans and methods by which this work of 
education can be most effectively accom- 
plished.” 

From a glance at the index, one may read- 
ily conclude that Dr. Brubaker does point 
out plans and methods by which the work of 
education can be effectively accomplished. 
Some of the subjects treated are: The 
Teaching Function of the Church, Jesus the 
Great Teacher, Jesus’ Knowledge of the 
Scriptures of His Race, Jesus and the Child, 
The Parent and the Child, with many others. 
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Much has been said upon Christ’s wonderful 
ability as a teacher. The reader of this book 
will find that Dr. Brubaker’s brief chapter 
on Jesus the Great Teacher contains some 
very helpful and beautiful thoughts sugges- 
tive of the sources of Christ’s power as a 
teacher. 

The chapter on Jesus’ Knowledge of the 
Scriptures leads one to conclude that He was 
a constant student of the Old Testament and 
that by His careful study and deep insight 
He was able to set forth in concise state- 
ments the distilled essence of the Scriptures. 
Hence it was that He was able in His teach- 
ing to give such marvelous delineation of 
character which men should bear in order to 
be fit subjects of the heavenly kingdom. 

In the chapter, Jesus and the Child, the 
worth of every child and the importance of 
childhood as a period of development are 
emphasized in such statements as—‘We for- 
get that the childhood shows the man as 
morning shows the day.” The chapter, The 
Parent and the Child, should be a real stim- 
ulus to fathers and mothers in their desire 
to train those committed to their care for 
a place in Christ’s kingdom. The author 
says: “Eugenics is not a dream. Raising 
boys and girls of the best type is of infinitely 
more value than the raising of the best 
quality of vegetables, fruits, flowers, and 
stock.” 

The duty of parents acquainting their chil- 
dren with the Word of God is shown in 
such passages as: “And ye shall teach them 
your children, speaking of them when thou 
sittest in thine house and when thou walkest 
by the way and when thou liest down and 
when thou risest up; and, thou shalt write 
them upon the doorposts of thine house and 
upon thy gates.” “Tell your children of it 
and let your children tell their children; 
their children another generation.” He be- 
lieves, as most pastors do, that parents 
should take their children to the church 
school, as well as support it with their 
money. For those who like to exercise their 
intellectual faculties the chapter, Interest a 
Factor in Religious Education, will furnish 
an excellent opportunity. 

early in life, interest is empirical, later 
speculative, rational. In the first stage the 
inquiry is, “What is that?” In the second, 
“What is that for?’ “How do you do that?” 
“Where did that come from?” The “Why” 
stage begins with the third or fourth year. 
So this chapter gives one a taste of 
physchology. 

The book treats also of the graded Sunday- 
school and the various departments, such as 
the Cradle Roll, the Home Department, the 
organized classes, Sunday-school officers, 
teacher-training, special days, etc. The book 
is well named, The Sunday-school in Action, 
and those who wish to know how to make 
a Sunday-school most eflicient in its action 
will find the book a real help.

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NEW ENGLAND LETTER 


Boston, Jan, 14—Nev. Henry Arnold, pastor 
of the Corinna church, Maine, will enter upon 
the fourteenth year of his pastorate with the 
church in April, according to the desires of 
the church and arrangements made to that 
effect. A pastorate covering that period of 
time means that the life, the ideas, the per- 
sonality of the pastor become woven into the 
life and thinking and character of the youth 
of the community, and thus serve to make 
effective in a unique and permanent way the 
work of the pastor. It is in this way that the 
pastor is well able to make his work abiding 
and be forever effective for the Kingdom. 

This is Bro. Arnold’s only pastorate and the 
ties that bind pastor and people are very dear 
and his work and influence are greatly treas- 
ured there. 

As Secretary of the Maine Conference, Bro. 
Arnold writes very encouragingly of the step 
taken by the Quarterly Conference of Aroos- 
toock County to put an evangelist in the field 
in that section of the State. ‘The work is not, 
it seems, so much to work new territory, as 
to recover old ground, for many years ago our 
people labored there and established churches 
in that part of the country. Elder Pitcher 
did missionary work there sixty years ago, 
but we have not had men ready to conserve 
the results he wrought out. It would seem 
that this is a providential leading for us to 
rally and recover the lost ground. We will 
look to try to learn the divine opportunities 
as to this. 

The Maine Conference has recently lost one 
of its faithful and eflicient workers in the 
death of Mr. Freeman M. Roberts who for 
many years was treasurer of the Conference. 
He was a member of the High Street church, 
of Newport. and a man of fine faith and 
Christian service. The passing of such men 
is a challenge to our faith and loyalty to the 
cause, calling us to deeper consecration to the 
work and a willingness to bear extra burdens, 
if need be, that the work of the Kingdom 
shall not languish. 


The church at Eastport, Maine, also has 
been deeply bereaved of late. The passing 
of that veteran of the cause, Kev. T. G. 
Moses, was soon followed by the death of Mr. 
Frank Andrews who for many years had been 
a member of the Eastport church, and an 
active supporter of the work of the church. 
Always deeply interested in the work of the 
denomination, he was glad to get the weekly 
visits of Tre HERALD and he was enthusiastic 
in his loyalty to the cause of Christ. 

Being an_old soldier, the ritual of the G. 
A. R. was used at the funeral service, which 
was conducted by the pastor of the church, 
Rev. O. T. Headley. ‘This service makes 
three funeral services conducted by Bro. 
Headley for G A. R. veterans since his short 
pastorate at Eastport. The removal of such 
faithful members as Bro. Andrews is a sore 
trial to a church like the Eastport church, 
which is working heroically to establish itself 
and make its work count for the community. 
But there is a band of faithful people there 
that will not be easily discouraged. 


Miss Alice True, who is always active in 
season and out of season, whether at her post 
in Japan, or on furlough at home, has been 
on a tour in the southland visiting the 
churches in the Virginias and North Carolina, 
carrying the message of the large purpose of 
the gospel as to its universal significance, in- 
spiring the people by her words and also 
seeking to build up the churches in system- 
atic and organized efforts for doing Christian 
work.

She has returned to her home in Amesbury, 
Mass., but scarcely for rest, for to Miss True 
there is no rest only in service and she enters 
heartily into the work of her own home 
church. 

The following items as to the church at 
Amesbury are kindly furnished by Miss Trye 
and we are all glad to note the indications 
of faithful work. and prosperity at this 
church. 

Amesbury. Mass.—At Christmas season the 
Amesbury church used for the first time, 
“White Gifts for the ling.” It was very 
satisfactory. Foreign Missions, Home Mis- 
sions, current expenses of the church, Boston 
Little Wanderers’ Home, Cradle Roll Mission 
Gift, .church treasury (used for communion 
supplies and Bibles for new members), and 
the Sunday-school, were some of the objects 
of the class benevolences. The Mizpah Bible 
Class, Mrs. Fernald, teacher, pledged $5 for 
the expenses of the church and another class 
gave fruit and nuts to the Old Ladies’ Home, 
about ‘a mile away from this church. One of 
our members is resident there but at- 
tends church regularly. Mr. Lewellyn 
Langley made the White Cross decora- 
tion which was very effective. The best 
responses were that two wished to give self 
to Christ. An amusing feature was that 
twenty-four (!) offered for the usher’s duties. 
The work with the young men is counting 
here and this is one of the straws which 
shows it. In December two were baptized, 
Miss Susie Ray and Miss Emma Lewksbury. 
Alternately meetings are held with the Union 
Congregational church‘this week, the week of 
prayer, using the Boston ministers’ topics. 
The spirit and fellowship has been good and 
it seems not too much to expect visible re- 
sults from these meetings. Rev. Mr. Barker 
has been in his Congregational parish twelve 
years and is always ready to do his best in 
union effort. He said that in the twelve 
years he had never seen the Christian church 
in as encouraging a condition. The pastor 
and his wife give themselves to the parish 
and good leadership results in increasingly 
better following. The Sunday-school has 
voted to send some of its books to “Beach- 
ridge” (Kittery) Sunday-school. The at- 
tendance marker shows an increase nearly 
every Sunday over last year in the Sunday- 
school.—M. A. T. 

It would be interesting if Miss True would 
send for publication to The Christian Mis- 
sionary or THE HERALD, which she probably 
will do, a statement of her observations of 
conditions of church life, as she sees them in 
her itineraries in different parts of our coun- 
try. 

Coming as she does from a foreign field and 
a different atmosphere and seeing things as a 
fresh observer, her observations would be of 
special interest to us who are with the condi- 
tions all the time. It would be somewhat 
like “seeing ourselves as others see us.” 


We are in receipt of two dollars and fifty 
cents, a contribution from the Y. P. S. C. E. 
of the Laconia, N. H., church, for the mission 
werk here in Boston. We appreciate this. 
not only the gift itself, but the fact that the 
young people with others are giving their 
thought and sympathy to the larger field and 
endeavor of the church. 

It is possible that if appeals were made 
directly from here for financial support for 
the work here in Boston, assistance might be 
gathered from sources that have not yet been 
interested. 

But we have done nothing in this direction, 
turning the thought of the people to the fact 
that the Woman’s Board were assuming the 
responsibility for this part of the work. 

We are looking forward with great interest 
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to the coming to New England and Boston of 
the Home Mission Secretary, Bro. O. S. 
Thomas. His coming will mean a fresh exam- 
ination of conditions and problems confront- 
ing us, particularly as to the Boston oppor- 
tunity. Whatever decision is arrived at, the 
friends and coworkers everywhere may rest 
assured will be only after the most thorough 
consideration of the facts, and will be what 
seems to be consistent with the best interests 
in all phases of the work. 

The perplexities of the Mission Board are 
muny and cooperation and sympathy are due 
the members of the Board in their duties and 
anxieties. 

Rey. A. H. Morrill, D. D., of New Hamp- 
shire, was in Boston, on Monday, January 11, 
as one of the speakers at the annual meeting 
of the Lord's Day League of New England. 
This league is one of the representative and 
aggressive institutions of New England and 
its annual meetings are an interdenomina- 
tional event. 

The annual meeting last year was held in 
conjunction with the annual meeting of the 
Massachusetts Federation of Churches, this 
year it was held in connection with the meet- 
ing of the Evangelical Alliance, another of the 
distinctive institutions of New England. 

The meeting of the morning was addressed 
by Rev. Dr. Burrell, of New York. Following 
this was a banquet at which several addresses 
were delivered by representative men of de- 
nominations and other institutions. It was 
at this meeting that Dr. Morrill spoke and it 
was a pleasure to hear his ringing words and 
to know that we as a people could be repre- 
sented by one so able. Only a few minutes 
of time were allowed to each speaker and yet 
Bro. Morrill in the time permitted him, spoke 
concisely and eloquently for us as a people 
as well as for northern New England and the 
Sunday-schools of New Hampshire, of which 
State association he is president. 

The spenkers at this function were able men 
and spoke eloquently, brilliantly even, but 
our people would all have been proud of our 
representative, as Dr. Morrill gave his ad- 
dress on the important matter of Sabbath ob- 
servance, and all that know him will realize 
that his words and influence on this subject 
would be vigorous for the sanctity of this day. 


Governor Walsh, of Massachusetts, was one 
of the speakers and it is a matter of signifi- 
cance that his address was as positive and 
forceful as any, as to the religious value of 
the day and as insistent as any of the speak- 
ers on the day being used for worship. He 
contended earnestly for a recognition of the 
spirit of the founders of Massachusetts in this 
connection and he pledged the support of the 
commonwealth as far as his influence went 
to the work of the League in its efforts for a 
strict observance of the Sabbath. The sig- 
nificance of this lies in the fact that the gov- 
ernor is a Roman Catholic. 

A representative of the labor organizations 
was also present and assured the league of 
the support of these organizations. 


One of the most interesting and warmly ap- 
plauded addresses was by ex-Governor Long 
who represented the Unitarians, as was also 
the address of ex-senator Nash, who repre- 
sented the Universalists. 

These men spoke earnestly of their sym- 
pathy and desire that the sanctity of the day 
might be preserved. The occasion was one of 
those delightful and inspiring events so com- 
mon in these days, where men of different 
faiths and names come together and disclose 
the common aims and purposes of God’s 
people. 

The meetings were held in the historic 
Park Street church where so many of these 
interdenominational gatherings are held. 

The Field Secretary is indebted to the 
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courtesy and kindness of Dr. Morrill for the 
privilege of being able to attend the banquet. 

The meeting for the transaction of the 
formal business of the league followed the 
banquet and at this meeting Dr. Morrill was 
present as one of the directors of the league. 

At this meeting of the Evangelical Associ- 
ation action was taken looking toward invit- 
ing Rey. Billy Sunday to Boston to conduct 
meetings. 


Assonet, Mass.—On the first Sunday of the 
New Year this church received five persons 
into its membership.

Haverhill, Mass.—-Nine persons were re- 
ceived into this church on the first Sunday of 
the year and at the evening service the same 
day, two more signified their intention to live 
the Christian life. 

The first prayer-meeting service of the New 
Year was of unusual inspiration, delighting 
the pastor and people. There seems to be 
general deepening of the spiritual life in the 
church. The church considers itself very 
fortunate in its new superintendent of the 
Sunday-school, Mr. Edwin L. Jaques, a spir- 
itually-minded man and of marked ability. 
His aim for the year is to make the Sunday- 
school the best of its size in the city of Haver- 
hill. There is an attendance of over two 
hundred every Sunday. With the fine spirit 
that characterizes the church at the opening 
of the year, we can easily believe that their 
anticipations will be fulfilled. 








Aroostook, County, Me.—The work in this 
part of Maine, of which mention was made 
in a recent “Letter,” seems to be opening up 
with decidedly encouraging outlook. At East 
Blaine meetings have been held every night 
since January third, with the exception of an 
occasional evening in which service has been 
held at the Hotham schoolhouse. At this 
writing thirty-five persons have expressed a 
desire to live the Christian life and on Sun- 
day, January tenth, eight went forward in the 
ordinance of baptism, this being in the form 
of immersion in a pond. Following this serv- 
ice of baptism, a meeting was held in the 
church and six were received into membership 
in the church. Of those who are awakening 
to the call for a Christian life, many are 
young people and there are several others who 
are candidates for baptism in the near future. 

There seems to be a general hungering 
on the part of the people for the spirit of 
Christ, It is estimated that there were two 
hundred people present at the service follow- 
ing the baptism, which is remarkable consid- 
ering the size of the place. Bro. Bickford, 
who is the evangelist in this movement, is 
being heartily supported by Rey. Mrs. Clark, 
the pastor at Blaine, and he and his wife are 
being treated with Christian hospitality as 
they enter upon their new home and work. 

We all rejoice with them and the workers 
there and trust that a genuine and abiding 
work for Christian character and Christian 
living will be wrought for the community and 
people. 

As a result of a work of this kind, there 
should be developed a new church life, not 
only in strengthening the existing organiza- 
tions, but in forming new ones. We greatly 
hope that this new awakening sentiment and 
energy will be conserved for the Kingdom of 
God. If our friends will take the map and 
compare Aroostook County of Maine with 
other portions of New England, the State of 
Massachusetts for example, they will get a 
vivid suggestion of the scope of territory that 
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the Quarterly Conference has for its field of 
labor. We trust that this step that has been 
taken by the Quarterly is but a beginning of a 
movement that will reach out to include sys- 
tematic and comprehensive operations, which 
will mean permanent. organizations and last- 
ing as well as genuinely spiritual good.

NEW YORK 

Delhi, Jan. 19—The Christian church at 
Delhi was organized nearly’ one hundred 
vears ago. My mother was a charter mem- 
ber. Regular servite was held until within 
the last twenty years, when the members 
were so few that it was impossible to sustain 
a minister. My father, Rev. Daniel Grant, 
was pastor, of the church for many years. 
He died thirty vears ago, at the age of sixty- 
seven. I joined this church fifty-nine years 
ago. At that time there were several Chris- 
tian churches in this county—now there are 
none. The only church building standing is 
the one in this town. We have always kept 
it in good repair. The present building was 
built about fifty-four years ago, and although 
we have no service on the Sabbath, it has 
been open for prayer-meeting or some re- 
ligious service nearly every Sabbath evening. 
It is situated three miles from the village 
of Delhi and is a recruiting-place for the 
churches in that place. I think one reason 
for the decline of the Christian churches in 
this section is that they were built in the 
country and for many years the tendency 
has been for the people to center in the 
Villages, consequently the country churches 
have died out. As I read in the good old 
HerRALD of the successful churches in other 
sections, I think if I could be permitted to 
attend the church of my choice the few more 
years I may have to live, it would be a 
great privilege to me. We have a very few 
faithful members left, among which is our 
venerable deacon. Tobias Stoutenburg, now 
past eighty years of age. If any Christian 
minister should chance to come this way, we 
should greatly appreciate having him visit 
us. I enclose check for five dollars, for The 
American . Christian Convention fund. to be 
used for foreign or home missions.—Gro.

Cranberry Creek, Jan, 13—We come once 
more with a report of nine months and a half 
of our second year in this field of labor, our 
present year commencing April 1, 1914. 
There were pledges to the amount of $141. 
From the field. receipts to date in cash for 
the nine months and a half have been $94.58. 
So you see living within my income, there 
is no danger of my “waxing fat and kicking.” 
I have not lived very high yet, nor slept in 
the garrett. Fortunately. or unfortunately, 
I am a dyspeptic and have to live simply. 
We had a great harvest of locusts in this 
part of the country last summer, but, not 
heing posted on the eatable variety, I didn’t 
try John’s menu—his was “locusts and wild 
honey.” The honey about here is all tame 
honey. All the wild part of it is the price—- 
fifteen cents per pound, and as the bees 
about here are guilty of sharp practice, I 
have let them severely alone, and depended 
mostly to keep soul and body together on 
buttermilk and rye bread—and so far am 
making a success of it. I have thought at 
times that a slice of beef, or a yellow-legged 
chicken would have set well on my stomach, 
but the price of beef puts it out of the reach 
of my salary, and, alas, the fowls roost so 
high they are beyond my reach! I can safely 
say that now I have been in this field nearly 
two years and to my certain knowledge, only 
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one chicken has lost his life on my account. 
I challenge the pastors of the denomination 
to beat that. The Sunday-school bas grown 
from 25 to 141. The largest number was 
abnormal, came from having a contest—we 
will average about fifty and that is pretty 
good for this little place. We have had as 
yet but two additions to the church this 
year, but they are a host to do work. We 
are hoping and praying for a great refresh- 
ing from the presence of the Lord. We are 
using the Sunday evening meetings in Bible 
study, with a good attendance and interest. 
The church has been presented with a beau- 
tiful individual communion set by a lady 
whose grandfather gave the land on which 
the house of worship and parsonage sit. 
Also, we have put a beautiful steel ceiling 
over the audience room and put in electric 
lights; also we have made over the barn into 
a “Christian Hall” and other repairs are 
coming. The hall, shed, and house of worship 
are lighted with electricity. The expense of 
ceiling, lights, etc., has cost a little over 
$75.00, but $30.00 of that came from the 
treasury of the Quarterly Conference. All 
of our quarterly collections are used to help 
keep the houses of worship in repair. You 
may think by this report that we ought to 
raise quite a collection for our denomination- 
al work, but, alas, we have a great enemy 
that hurts badly in our collection business. 
“The coppersmith does us much harm.” 
Yesterday I passed my eighty-second mile- 
stone in life’s journey and over sixty-three 
years inthe ministry of God’s Word. I have 
been able to attend all my appointments, but 
it is very hard for me with the asthma to get 
around in the field. I have made all the 
effort that I could, under the circumstances, 
to raise a collection under the last call. 
Pray for me and the work here. I want to 
see one more great revival that means busi- 
ness for men and honor to God. How I 
would like to go over the fields of labor of 
the sixty-three years, gone, but that is im- 
possible. With kindest regards and blessed 
memories and inspiring hope to the dear old 
friends that may see this report, I remain as 
ever, your brother in the blessed hope.—H. 
Brown.

NEWMARKET, ONT., Jan. 9, 1915. 

Last Sunday was a good day at our New- 
market church. In the morning at the close 
of the sermon on the theme of Christian 
Steadfastness, seven were received into the 
church; three bright and promising young 
men, and four of our popular young ladies. 
One of the young ladies was a granddaughter 
of our beloved Elder C. H. Hainer, and a 
descendant of Darius Mann, one of the char- 
ter members of the First Christian church in 
Canada. Nearly all these young people were 
from our old established families, and came 
into the church, not through any special effort 
but from the regular ministration of God’s 
Word in the church, the Sunday-school, and 
the Endeavor. Our church here at Newmar- 
ket is blessed by an efficient Sunday-school 
Superintendent, with officers and teachers 
who do not feel that their duty is done when 
they are able to persuade one to come. to 
Sunday-school regularly, but only when the

Rey. W. Percy, of Stouffville, one of the old 
Christian ministers of Ontario, passed away 
at his home last Tuesday. Bro. Percy was in 
his seventy-ninth year. He had been in poor 
health for several months, and his death was 
not unexpected. The funeral service was 
held at his late home Saturday afternoon. 
Revs. D. Prosser and C. H. Hainer, life-long 
friends, had charge of the service. Further 
particulars will be given in my next letter.

It is no easy matter 
to drive out the saloon from its entrenched 
position, but steadily it is being conquered 
and driven out.

NEWMARKET, ONT., Jan. 16, 1915. 

The annual roll-call and business meeting 
of the church was held at the Newmarket 
church last Thursday evening, and it was 
pronounced by many as the best meeting they 
had ever been in, since they had come into 
the church. The reports showed that all so- 
cieties have had a most excellent year. Supt. 
W. H. Eves, in reporting the Sunday-school, 
said that he believed that it had been by far 
the best year since it was organized—a few 
years ago for a few months it had been larger, 
but the attendance for the last year had been 
consistent, the teachers nearly always being 
with their class, and the classes keeping up 
the average very well. A piano has been 
purchased during the past year, which the 
Sunday-school, with the help of the Endeav- 
or and a small donation by the Ladies’ Aid, 
has been paid for, and about $65 has been 
raised for foreign missions and $15 for home 
missions. There were several other benevo- 
lences. During the past year a Cradle Roll 
has been organized with over sixty members, 
and ten have joined the church from the 
Sunday-school. The report of the Christian 
Endeavor was just as encouraging. This so- 
ciety has about sixty members, and has con- 
tributed generously toward the church work, 
and $25 for foreign missions. Several of its 
members have united with the church. The 
church report showed that over $2,800 has 
been raised during the past year, twelve have 
united with the church, four have been lost 
by death, and three by letter. The present 
membership is 182. Seventy-eight dollars 
was contributed toward home missions, $150 
toward foreign missions, $40 conference offer- 
ing. 

At the roll-call it was plainly evident that 
a large number of the members are seeking 
the Christ life earnestly, and trying in every 
way to support their own church. One very 
encouraging sign was the deep consecration 
of several of the young men. They may not 
feel called to enter the ministry, but it is 
very evident that the pastor of the Newmar- 
ket Christian church will not lack support for 
years to come with such stalwart, consecrat- 
ed, Christian young men. The officers elected 
were essentially the same as last year. At 
the close of the service a social hour was 
enjoyed and refreshments were served by 
members of the Christian Endeavor Society, 
who had planned and carried out to perfec- 
tion this very helpful and inspiring service. 
We are starting out the New Year bright 
with promise, and a splendid feeling of fel- 
lowship seems to pervade all our church serv- 
ices. 

The Toronto church has lost one of its most 
active and leading men in the death of Deacon 
J. B. Lemon, which occurred at the home of 
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his daughter, Mrs. Tomlinson, last Tuesday. 
The funeral, which was private, was held 
last Friday. We sympathize with the mourn- 
ing ones, and with the Toronto church in the 
loss of such a valuable member. Deacon 
Lemon had been chairman of the Board of 
Management for several years, and has had 
much to do in the work of organizing and 
growth of the First Christian church. 

In a private note from Rev. J. C. Emerson 
he reports his work in the Eddystone Dis- 
trict as a little more encouraging and has 
decided to stay in that field until next con- 
ference time. ‘This is indeed a hard field, by 
far the hardest in Canada, but our brother 
seems to be equal to the task. 


Stouffville—Another of our aged minis- 
ters has gone from our midst. Elder W. 
Percy, of Stouffville, departed this life Jan- 
uary 5, 1915, in his seventy-ninth year. He 
was a patient sufferer for several months, 
and often through much feebleness he would 
wend his way to the house of God. The 
Christian Church was dear to him, he loved 
the principles, and fearlessly advocated them. 

He was ordained to the ministry over fifty 
years ago. He married a daughter of Elder 
Jeremiah Graham, of Queensville, a very 
bright and intelligent woman. 

There were both interested in the culture 
of their children, and have a very bright and 
intelligent family. 

As a preacher Bro. Percy was not an ora- 
tor, but a logical reasoner, and those who 
have read his articles in THe HERALD have 
some idea of his ability as a writer. 

He has filled the chair as president of the 
Ontario Christian Conference and was a 
faithful member of the Executive Board for 
a number of years. 

The funeral obsequies were conducted at 
the house on Saturday, January 9, by Elders 
Hainer and Prosser, Elder Hainer preaching 
the sermon, These two men are the only sur- 
viving aged ministers of our conference in 
Ontario. 

Bro. Hainer is still preaching three times 
on Sunday in the Bloomington District, al- 
though in his eighty-second year, Bro. Pros- 
ser is in his sixty-eighth year, and preaches 
twice in Stouffville and once in the country 
every Sabbath. 

We have a good church building in Stouff- 
ville and a noble band of worshipers. Church 
Hill is five miles distant, where we have a 
good Sunday-school and a large congregation 
for a country church. Elder Prosser is now 
laboring on his third year with these church- 
es. We need more laborers in the vineyard, 
faithful men who are not afraid to work. 


I will be glad to receive any church news 
for this letter at any time, which I will be 
pleased to send on with it.

The following is the clipping from Bishop 
Berry to which Bro. Etter refers: 

Attributing the “dry” laws of West Virginia, 
Colorado, and other places to the direct influence 
of “Billy’’ Sunday, Bishop Berry, of the Method- 
ist Church, predicted yesterday that one of the 
results of the evangelist’s campaign in this city 
will be the passage of a law prohibiting the sale 
and manufacture of intoxicating liquors in Penn- 
sylvania. In an address before the Philomusian 
Club, 3944 Walnut Street, Bishop Berry described 
the impression he has formed of Sunday during 
an acquaintanceship of several years. He said that 
he considered Mr. Sunday, with all his peculiari- 
ties, the reformer of the twentieth century—‘“a 
reformer who accomplishes very gracious and very 
wonderful results.” Not only would the Sunday 
campaigns in this State win support for Loctor 
Brumbaugh’s local option bills, he said, but they 
would ultimately result in a “dry’’ Pennsylvania. 
Bishop Berry admitted that Sunday was not a 
great orator. “He is a John the Baptist,” said 
the Bishop, “a voice crying in the wilderness— 
rather a harsh, slangy, unconventional voice, with 
more unconventionality than I could wish. I do 
not approve of all he says, but his manner is zen- 
uine, and he is unquestionably a great reformer. 
“In his printed sermons, Mr. Sunday is—to me— 
rather tame and weak. He must be heard, not 
read, to be rightly judged.”

Elder Perey passed to his reward Tuesday 
night, January 5, at the age of seventy-eight 
years and four months, and after several 
weeks of acute suffering from dropsy. 

The funeral took place at the late resi- 
dence of the deceased on Saturday at 2 p. m., 
Elders Hainer and Prosser officiating and the 
choir of the Bloomington church rendering 
the hymns. The service was simple, though 
the attendance was large and testified a re- 
gard that spoke more than a formal tribute, 
however brotherly the venerable fellow sol- 
diers of the denomination made it. And it 
is worthy of remark that the preacher and 
the deceased had ministered side by side 
amongst the churches for upward of half a 
century. 

Of the family there were present: Mrs. 
(Rev.) William Percy, wife of deceased; Rev. 
Walter S. Percy, of Smithfield, Pa.; Miss 
Beth Percy, of Toronto; Mr, and Mrs. John 
Jchnson of Toronto. 

Absent were Mr. C. I. Percy, a son in 
Washington, U. S.; Miss Ella Percy, of New 
York, and Mrs. George Trethewey, a daugh- 
ter in British Columbia, all of whom were 
prevented by distance and stress from at- 
tending. 

Other relatives present were Mrs. James 
Percy, Mortimer Percy, Mrs. Emma Gee, of 
Toronto, Mr. and Mrs. Uriah Perey and sons 
Albert and Herbert, Mrs. Silas Morton. 


Interment took place in Stouffville ceme- 
tery. 

Elder Percy was almost one of the pioneers 
of the Christian denomination, and married 
the daughter of Elder Jeremiah Graham, who 
also for over half a century was a well- 
known and loved leader. Besides, another 
son-in-law of Elder Graham was Rev. Jesse 
Tatton, who built the fine Oshawa Christian 
church. In its early history the Christian 
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denomination had an equal prospect with any 
other cause and a Bible simplicity which lent 
itself peculiarly to the gifts of its first eld- 
ers; and indeed to a pureness of faith whose 
success at making converts is well remem- 
bered by the old timers. The baptism of doz- 
ens at once in the open-water was quite com- 
mon and in those days Elder Percy was a

power, both as an exhorter and as an in- 
fluence. For he knew almost every one in the 
conference and was especially popular with 
the young, being at one time a sort of mar- 
rying parson. 

His pastorates included almost all the 
churches, but on account of having a large 
family he built a fine house in Stouffville 
forty years ago and has lived there ever 
since, making his chief pastorates the Bloom- 
ington, Ringwood, Altona churches, and the 
Churchill Franklin Scott churches. 

He was born and brought up on the old 
Perey farm in Pickering Township, and be- 
gan life as a farmer himself, but was called 
to the ministry at thirty-two, and after a 
brief course at the Christian Biblical Instt- 
tute in Stanfordville, N. Y., he entered into 
his life work. He then sold his farm and 
moved to Stouffville, where his children could 
have the benefit of good schools. Eight sons 
and daughters were born, all of whom are liv- 
ing. With so large a burden Elder Percy’s 
unswerving and unprofitable loyalty to his 
convictions is perhaps the best gauge of the 
man. He was a radical preacher, but had a 
real Christ and Bible. Aside from these is- 
sues he wished to be every man’s friend, 
though often impatient with the loose ways 
of thinking and self-interest. Offence on this 
score, however, would be a great deal com- 
moner if more good men thought it worth 
while. 

It is only fair to say that Elder Percy’s 
ideal of the Word of God and a public life 
were right, however men may differ in work- 
ing them out. In his later years he farmed, 
supplied churches, and did such service as 
he could find, being collector of Stouffville 
for one year. 

During his last few months of life he 
studied constantly on how to remember all 
his friends at his funeral, and the family 
wishes such to value the thought of them 
rather than any definite expression of it.

BRO. DILLON BEGINS HIS WORK IN 
FALL RIVER, MASS. 

The Evening Herald, Fall River, Mass., of 
Jan. 11, 1915, says: 

Rey. John A. Dillon, D. D., who succeeds 
Rev. Orman T. Headley as pastor of the 
Bogle Street Christian church, assumed his 


new charge yesterday morning, when he 
preached. He also addressed the congrega- 
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tion at the evening service. The attendance 
at both services was large and the new pas- 
tor took occasion to thank the members of 
his flock for the reception accorded him. 
Music was by the regular choir. 

The text of his sermon at the morning serv- 
ice was “The Spirit of God the Strength of 
the Church.” He said: 

“‘And I, brethren, when I came to you, 
came not with excellency of speech or of 
wisdom, declaring unto you the testimony of 
God; but in demonstration of the Holy Spir- 
it.’ Linking these words of the apostle with 
those of the prophet Zechariah, ‘Not by might, 
nor by power, but by my spirit, saith the 
Lord of hosts,’ constitute a basis for my ser- 
mon. 

“The prophet Zechariah lived at a very im- 
portant crisis of the Jewish history. God in 
His mercy had visited His people, and they 
had been allowed to return from exile. A 
great national enthusiasm had been rekin- 
dled, and every hand was occupied in repair- 
ing the old waste places, and rearing afresh 
the ruined walls of the Temple. 

“Prince Zerubbabel was foremost in this 
work, and the words of the text are sent by 
God to encourage him in the work. This 
whole book points forward to the spiritual 
temple which was to be reared in after days 
by the Zerubbabel, the Lord Jesus, the holy 
building of which every Christian is intend- 
ed to be a living stone. St. Peter says, ‘Ye 
also, as lively stones, are built up a spiritual 
house, a holy priesthood, to offer up spiritual 
sacrifices, acceptable to God by Jesus Christ. 
The spirit of God, the strength of the church. 
My dear friends, do we this morning compre- 
hend what the church of Jesus Christ is? Do 
we look at it from the same view-point, that 
St. John did when he said it is the bride of 
Christ? 

“David in speaking of the nature and glory 
of the church said, ‘And of Zion it shall be 
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said this and that man was born in her; and 
the highest Himself establish her.’ What we 
need to-day is first, an outpouring of the 
Holy Spirit; second, a revival, we need some 
new births in the church of Jesus Christ, 
that the valley of dry bones may be shaken 
up. I know some of the objections which 
are urged against revivals of religion. It is 
said that they produce an abnormal condition 
of affairs in the church not always healthy. 

“But my answer is that a cold, dead, life- 
less church is even more abnormal and more 
to be feared. It is said that revivals pro- 
duce undue excitement, the effect of which 
is not for the good of the church. To my 
mind or way of thinking undue excitement 
could not be worse for the church than cold 
dead formalism or indifference. 

“Again we hear some lifeless professor 
say, the after effects are bad. Oh, yes, let 
us look around us. Don’t go out of Fall 
River. I think we would conclude that a 
church spiritually revived and filled with 
God’s holy spirit and our hearts burning to 
win souls is much better, much finer. 

“Observe, we find in the text a statement 
of a fact. It is a matter of history that the 
rise and progress of the Church cannot be 
ascribed to human agencies. The strength 
of the infant Church was derived from the 
unseen presence of the Holy Spirit. So 
Christianity spread. So century after cen- 
tury in its own despite has the world been 
used as the scaffolding with which to rear 
this spirit temple. As concerning the church 
at large. Let the Holy Spirit be duly hon- 
ored in the Church, and be allowed to rule 
in it, and it will prosper, and there will not 
be so much talk about church federation. He 
that laid the foundation stone on the blood- 
stained heights of Calvary shall complete the 
fabric amid the overpowering glory of sec- 
tarianism. 

“As concerning the individual behavior. 
Whatever be the difficulties and disappoint- 
ments of the spiritual life by which you are 
cast down and disheartened, if only you will 
act upon the principle of the text, you shall 
forge out of these trials a divine arrow, by 
which Satan shall be pierced through and 
through. 

“Be strong, not in yourself, but in the 
Lord, Jesus Christ, and the power of His 
Spirit. The fruit of the Spirit is love.” 


EVENING SERMON 

The subject for the evening service was 
“The Badge of Christ’s Disciples.” He spoke 
as follows: 

“*Therefore came I unto you without gain- 
saying when I was sent for. I ask there- 
fore, with what intent ye sent for me. Now 
therefore we are all here present, in the 
sight of God, to hear all things that have 
been commanded thee of the Lord.’ These 
words embody one of the manifold aspects 
of the Christian ideal, and they suggest the 
inwardness and exaltation of the Christian 
life. Peter had a right to ask this question. 
He had been conducting a good and useful 
ministry at Joppa. Not only did crowds gath- 
er to hear and listen, but many converts 
were made, and the new faith was spreading 
on all sides. The congregation addressed by 
Peter was in many respects a model one. 
Cornelius, who sent for Peter, was a devout 
man, 

“We must observe that Peter had been 
taught and trained by the Lord for the work 
of the ministry, the preaching of the gospel. 
and the greatest lesson I think Peter ever 
learned was the night when he refused to 
let the Lord wash his feet, an act of love. 
The disciples of Jesus Christ, these eleven 
men, ministers of Jesus Christ for the 
preaching of the gospel of God, spent nearly 
three and a half years in the university of 
the Son of God, learning of things pertaining 
to the Kingdom of Heaven 

“On their way to the garden to pray Jesus 
said to them, ‘A new commandment I have 
given unto you, that ye love one another, as 
I have loved you, that ye also love one an- 
other. By this shall all men know that ye 
are my disciples; if ye have love one for an- 
other.’ Friends, nearly twenty centuries ago 
the lowly Nazarene said, ‘Love ye one an- 
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other,’ and this doctrine has grown into a 
mighty tidal ‘wave, that rolled westward 
with irresistible momentum. The gods of 
Rome and Greece fell before it. The false 
doctrine, the so-called new theology will fall 
also before it. Hear me, the doctrine of love 
was the towering strength of Martin Luther, 
and he accelerated its speed; Gustavus and 
his grandson, Adolphus, bore it onward. John 
Wesley quickened its impulse. The pilgrims 
floated it over unknown seas to a new conti- 
nent. The victories of Lexington, of Con- 
cord, and of Yorktown gave it a broader and 
more significant interpretation, in the doc- 
trine that ‘all men are created free and equal 
with certain inalienable rights.’ It swept 
onward across the continent to the golden 
slopes of the Pacific, gaining its great frui- 
tion in the continent and isles it reclaimed. 

“Friends, my prayer to God is that it may 
fill every heart in this church, in this city. 
When it is done, this Christian church will 
erect a monument on this summit that fault- 
finders cannot overthrow.”

A HUNDRED YEARS WITHOUT WAR 


Isn’t it worth while to celebrate such a 
momentous fact? Again and again the Unit- 
ed States and Great Britain have been un- 
comfortably close to a rupture of their in- 
ternational relations. During and after the 
Civil War the bonds of peace were severely 
strained ; the Fenian raid on Canada was very 
provocative, but the Canadians and ourselves 
have not ceased to be good neighbors; the 
attitude of England on economical questions 
of vital concern to us aroused feelings in us 
akin to hatred. A dozen times one or the 
other nation talked war pretty seriously, 
but we passed the danger-points safely and 
our international relations were never more 
satisfactory than now. 

We have had differences, but amity, pa- 
tience, good sense have entered into the di- 
plomacy of each nation. and a hundred years 
have cemented our friendship and broadened 
our common understanding. There is no mu- 
tual enmity except toward war. 

The glory of the hundred years is that, 
having had temptation and excuse for war, 
we avoided it. With other European na- 
tions, excepting only Spain, we have had no 
oceasion for serious quarrel. 

If lack of defenses and armed defenders in- 
vites war, what about our northern boundary 
and our relations with Canada? Never for 
a’ moment have either the Canadians or our- 
selves regretted the absence of warships on 
the Lakes, or fortifications and armies on the 
nearly 4.000 miles of frontier. We might 
have had war, instead of continued peace, 
if the armies and armaments, the battleships 
and marines, had been at hand in force. At 
least that is what has happened in Europe, 
where the frontiers bristled with formidable 
fortifications, and big armies and navies 
were ready to take up any quarrel in earnest. 

At all events. we have abundant occasion 
for thankfulness that we have restricted our 
wars during the century to three; and are 
we not persuaded that the Mexican. Civil, 
and Spanish wars, if present conditions of 
civilization, sentiment. and ‘statesmanship 
had prevailed last century, would have been 
avoided? 

Wherefore, with amity for all nations and 
malice toward none, let us for ourselves and 
for our young people and children, draw com- 
fort and confidence from the lessons of the 
hundred years, and dedicate ourselves anew 
to the cause of peace for our own nation 
and for the world. 

Sunday, February 14, 1915, is the day se- 
lected for the religious celebration. There 
will be no other observance at present if at 
all. An excellent program has been provided 
for the use of Sunday-schools by the Ameri- 
can Church Peace Centenary Committee, of 
the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ 
in America. It has been approved by the 
Executive Committee of the Sunday-school 
Council of Evangelical Denominations, and 
is furnished by the Sunday-school Boards of 
the various denominations. The program has
